The  2010  Annual  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Richard  “Dick”  Blake. 

Dick  Blake  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  a  longtime  educator.  After 
having  taught  math  in  several  area  schools,  he  became  the  Assistant  Principal  of  Gates 
Intermediate  School  in  1998.  In  2002  he  was  chosen  as  Principal.  Dick  also  served  on  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  from  1990  to  1996,  serving  as  Chairman  in  1991,  a  challenging  year  which  found 
Dick  guiding  the  town  through  two  major  events;  Hurricane  Bob  and  the  No-Name  Storm. 
Among  Dick’s  many  accomplishments  during  his  tenure  on  the  Board  was  the  plan  to  upgrade 
the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant,  and  the  plan  to  build  a  public  golf  course,  Widow’s  Walk.  The 
course  opened  in  1997,  and  Dick  would  regularly  enjoy  play  there. 

Dick  was  active  in  his  community,  his  church  and  was  a  friend  to  many  in  the  Town  of 
Scituate.  As  a  teacher,  he  had  the  unique  opportunity  to  touch  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  young 
people.  His  contributions  will  have  a  lasting  effect  on  the  quality  of  life  here  in  Scituate.  He  will 
be  missed,  and  it  is  an  honor  to  dedicate  this  Town  Report  to  a  man  of  such  fine  character  and 
community  spirit.

As  the  Town  of  Scituate  embarks  upon  the  celebration  of  its  375th  Anniversary,  it  is  important  to 
reflect  on  our  financial  performance  over  the  past  year.  Of  course,  the  most  important  fiscal 
matter  confronting  our  Town  has  been  the  same  tough  financial  economic  situation  that  plagues 
the  entire  Commonwealth  and  nation.  This  has  been  the  single  most  significant  issue  we  have 
had  to  address  this  past  year,  and  I  anticipate  it  will  continue  to  be  a  major  topic  over  the  next 
few  years. 

Simply,  the  challenge  of  providing  on-going,  high-quality  services  to  the  town  residents  are 
being  severely  tested  by  the  diminishing  available  funding  sources.  In  particular,  continued 
reduction  in  state  aid  and  local  receipts,  escalating  health  insurance  costs,  and  funding  of 
pensions  have  eroded  the  level  of  services  despite  cutting  expense  wherever  possible.  Scituate 
residents  are  truly  at  a  financial  crossroad.  Every  resident  needs  to  determine  if  we  are  going  to 
continue  to  reduce  and  erode  services  due  to  increasing  costs,  or  dig  deeper  in  order  to  maintain 
levels  sufficient  and  acceptable  to  the  residents.  The  Scituate  Board  of  Selectman,  along  with 
the  School  Committee  and  Advisory  Committee  is  unified  in  recommending  an  override  to  the 
town’s  people. 

Not  to  be  forgotten  this  past  year  are  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  firefighters,  police  and  department 
of  public  works  employees  during  the  Christmas  blizzard.  The  efforts  of  those  dedicated  town 
employees  prevented  any  loss  of  life  and  became  a  symbol  of  heroism  across  the  nation.  Despite 
those  valiant  efforts,  the  storm  resulted  in  significant  and  extensive  property  damage  throughout 
the  town.  Moreover,  this  storm  elevated  to  public  discussion  the  necessity  of  seawalls  and  how 
Scituate  will  fund  future  replacement  and/or  repairs. 

During  the  past  year,  the  town  purchased  the  Pier  44  property  on  Jericho  Road  guaranteeing 
public  access  to  the  harbor  and  the  Board  of  Selectman  formed  the  Pier  44  Building  Options  & 
Feasibility  Study  Committee  in  order  to  evaluate  uses  for  the  property.  Further,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  also  formed  the  Economic  Development 
Committee  to  re-assess  classification  of  zones  and  analyze  possible  expansion  of  business  areas. 

Also  this  year,  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  and  Center  was  completed  on  town  owned  waterfront 
property  across  from  Cole  Parkway.  Both  the  park  and  center  continue  to  be  a  tremendous  asset 
to  the  town  of  Scituate,  and  a  further  example  of  creative  public  waterfront  access  for  residents 
and  future  generations  to  enjoy  for  years  to  come. 

The  Board  of  Selectman  continues  to  pursue  environmental  green  initiatives  with  the 
construction  of  the  wind  turbine  planned  for  the  summer  of  201 1,  the  passage  and  construction  of 
a  solar  array  at  the  capped  landfill,  and  utilizing  the  ESCO  grant  in  order  to  evaluate  all  of  town 
owned  buildings.  The  Board  of  Selectman  would  like  Scituate  to  remain  as  a  leader  of 
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environmental  responsibility  reducing  waste  and  inefficiency,  and  producing  significant  long 
term  cost  savings  to  our  residents. 

Scituate  recently  had  the  distinction  of  receiving  the  E-Govemment  Award  for  excellence  for  our 
town  website.  Scituate  continues  to  support  and  encourage  the  farmer’s  market  in  North  Scituate 
and  is  actively  supporting  the  Town’s  375th  Anniversary  Celebration  Committee;  other 
accomplishments  are  the  establishment  of  a  sister  city  with  Sucy-en-Brie  in  France;  a  Memorial 
Gift  Program;  and  continued  support  for  the  establishment  of  a  Massasoit  College  marine 
education  program  here  in  town. 

While  there  are  certainly  significant  financial  challenges  confronting  Scituate,  it  is  important  to 
remember  the  many  accomplishments  and  benefits  of  residency.  Our  unique  seaside  community 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  desirable  locations  to  live,  work  and  raise  a  family  on  the  South 
Shore.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 


2010  continued  to  see  little  improvement  in  the  economic  downturn  which  affected  everyone  for 
the  second  straight  year.  The  Fiscal  Year  201 1  budget  was  balanced  at  the  April  Town  Meeting 
but  not  without  significant  cuts  to  the  school  department  budget  and  additional  reductions  on  the 
town  side.  In  the  fall,  the  special  town  meeting  needed  to  appropriate  an  additional  $274,000 
from  Free  Cash  to  cover  revenue  shortfalls  as  a  result  of  a  mixture  of  reduced  state  aid  and  local 
receipts  as  well  as  in  increase  in  state  assessments. 

The  town’s  new  budgeting  process  entered  its  second  year  and  a  number  of  additional 
enhancements  and  improvements  were  added  to  continue  to  better  refine  and  project  revenues 
and  expenditures.  It  is  available  on  the  town’s  website  for  review.  Of  particular  note,  a  new 
capital  planning  budgeting  process  was  implemented  for  the  FY  12  budget  process.  This  new 
plan  evaluates  all  capital  needs  on  an  objective  and  nationally  recognized  rating  formula  based 
on  a  number  of  criteria.  These  ratings  are  then  applied  against  recommended  funding  plans,  not 
only  for  the  immediate  future  but  for  a  five-year  rolling  capital  plan.  The  Town’s  capital  plan  has 
suffered  greatly  as  a  result  of  a  lack  of  clearly  defined  policies  to  fund  big  ticket  items  and  the 
absence  of  a  formal  review  process  to  fairly  and  equitably  review  competing  capital  needs  in 
departments.  The  plan  will  endeavor  to  devote  a  minimum  of  2-3%  of  General  Fund  revenue 
annually  to  fund  the  capital  plan.  Planning  for  the  future  is  not  an  exercise  to  be  undertaken  after 
the  current  operating  budget  is  addressed.  It  must  happen  concurrently  and  is  just  as  important. 
Our  capital  needs  are  apparent  on  our  roads,  buildings,  facilities  and  infrastructure.  A  sound 
financing  plan  to  begin  to  factor  in  the  myriad  of  these  needs  was  long  overdue. 

Contract  negotiations  still  continue  with  three  town  unions.  In  2010  two  contracts  were  settled: 
Laborer’s  (DPW)  and  AMP  (professional  staff).  These  contracts  provided  for  0%  increases  in  FY 
10.  In  FY  11  and  12  the  Laborer’s  will  received  1%  and  2%.  In  exchange,  the  Town  consolidated 
snow  operations,  reduced  contracting  of  outside  services,  and  incentivized  staff  to  obtain  more 
licenses  to  increase  subject  expertise  and  cross  training  across  all  division  lines.  For  AMP,  a  four 
year  contract  was  negotiated  for  0%  in  FY  10  and  2%  for  FY  11-13.  The  Town  negotiated  merit- 
based  performance  evaluations  for  all  professional  staff  that  will  be  implemented  in  FY  11.  New 
health  insurance  language  was  also  negotiated.  These  two  unions  are  to  be  commended  for  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  understanding  of  the  Town’s  financial  position  during  negotiations. 
Three  other  union  contracts  (police,  fire,  and  TOSCA  (clerical)  remain  unsettled  and  expired  in 
June  of  2009.  Fire  is  in  arbitration  and  police  in  mediation.  The  main  issue  with  the  police  union 
is  payment  of  the  Quinn  Bill  educational  incentive.  Originally  a  50-50  split  with  the 
Commonwealth,  this  reimbursement  was  reduced  to  virtually  nothing  in  FY  10  and  will  no 
longer  be  provided  to  communities.  This  would  be  an  additional  cost  of  $125,000  per  year  to  the 
Town  to  provide. 

Most  residents  do  not  realize  that  the  Town’s  staff  compliment  is  16  less  full-time  equivalents 
than  in  FY  2008.  We  continue  to  be  understaffed,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  benchmarking  in  other 
communities  where  are  departments  are  on  average,  smaller  than  all  other  towns.  This  has 
impacted  us  in  the  delivery  of  services,  most  notably  in  the  information  technology  area.  Funding 
was  provided  at  town  meeting  to  create  the  position  of  IT  Director  after  an  extensive  study  by  a 
specially  appointed  Technology  Committee.  This  long  overdue  addition  to  town  staff  will  accrue 
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many  dividends.  A  new  sergeant  was  also  appointed  in  the  Police  Department  after  a  revised  and 
rigorous  selection  process.  Supervisory  training  funding  is  needed  for  all  departments, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  public  safety.  This  will  be  a  focus  for  next  year’s  budget. 

Other  major  changes  that  occurred  during  the  year  included  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  the 
operations  and  funding  of  town  beaches.  A  committee  was  formed  and  provided 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  were  unanimously  adopted  that  made  changes 
to  beach  sticker  fees,  administration,  and  financing.  These  improvements  will  provide  additional 
revenues  to  support  our  lifeguards  and  beaches  as  well  as  improve  issuance  of  beach  stickers 
through  on-line  registration. 

A  significant  achievement  in  2010  was  the  Town’s  designation  as  a  “Green  Community.”  After 
many  months  of  work  and  town  meeting  approvals  the  Town  is  now  one  of  45  communities  that 
are  eligible  for  grants  and  other  incentives  to  provided  energy  efficient  and  environmentally 
sound  approaches  to  buildings  and  infrastructure.  Thanks  are  extended  to  Town  Planner,  Laura 
Harbottle,  for  the  hard  work  she  put  into  meeting  the  multitude  of  requirements  to  receive  this 
designation.  A  major  goal  of  the  Town  is  to  be  less  reliant  on  outside  sources  for  our  power 
needs.  The  wind  turbine  contract  was  finalized  and  construction  will  begin  in  the  summer  of 
2011.  Town  meeting  also  approved  the  construction  of  a  solar  array  on  the  Town’s  capped 
landfill.  When  both  projects  are  completed,  the  Town  will  be  self-supporting  for  almost  60%  of 
its  energy  needs. 

Much  time  and  effort  was  also  expended  in  acquiring  the  former  Pier  44  site  for  municipal 
purposes.  Future  use  of  this  waterfront  property  is  now  being  studied  by  the  Pier  44  Building 
Options  and  Feasibility  Study  Committee  and  its  recommendations  are  anticipated  in  late  2011. 

In  the  fall,  a  Request  for  Proposal  was  issued  to  construct  a  cell  tower  at  Wampatuck  School. 
This  tower  will  generate  a  minimum  of  $24,000  in  annual  revenue  to  the  Town  for  the  next  20 
years. 

The  Town’s  website  was  overhauled  and  was  redesigned  to  provide  more  information,  and  be 
more  accessible  to,  residents  and  visitors.  A  monthly  report  is  posted  by  the  Town  Administrator 
on  town  issues  and  events.  In  an  effort  to  continue  to  expand  communications  to  residents,  a  new 
cable  studio  was  built  at  the  high  school.  The  studio  is  available  to  all  town  residents  for  local 
programming  and  thanks  are  extended  to  the  School  Department  for  its  support  and  assistance  in 
bringing  this  long-awaited  project  to  fruition. 

An  aggressive  marketing  campaign  was  implemented  for  Widow’s  Walk  golf  course  in  March. 
Golf  has  suffered  greatly  during  the  downturn  in  the  economy,  but  our  public  golf  course  broke 
even.  A  new  on-line  tee  reservation  system,  coupons,  daily  specials  and  expanded  media 
coverage  helped  expand  Widow’s  Walk’s  place  as  one  of  the  best  public  golf  courses  around. 
This  course  is  an  asset  to  the  community,  and  unlike  many  of  its  counterparts  in  other  towns,  is 
holding  its  own.  The  course  is  in  need  of  some  capital  improvements,  but  does  not  have  enough 
surplus  revenue  for  that  to  be  possible  for  the  short  term. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  some  discussion  of  the  coastal  storm  that  ravaged  our 
community  on  December  26  and  27.  A  tidal  surge  resulting  in  coastal  flooding  and  beach  over 
wash  affected  a  significant  amount  of  our  community.  Public  safety  and  DPW  personnel 
responded  around  the  clock  evacuating  over  80  families,  setting  up  shelters,  and  insuring 
residents  were  safe.  Two  house  fires  at  the  height  of  the  storm,  complicated  by  downed  wires  and 
lack  of  response  from  National  Grid  added  to  the  challenges  as  well  as  the  discovery  of  a 
significant  sea  wall  breach  on  Turner  Road.  After  much  hard  work  by  our  staff  seeking 
reimbursement  from  MEMA  and  FEMA,  it  is  likely  the  Town  will  need  to  absorb  the  costs  of 
mitigating  the  effects  of  this  storm.  However,  no  loss  of  life  or  injuries  were  sustained.  Most 
important,  residents  can  be  more  than  proud  of  the  professionalism  and  caliber  of  the  talent  your 
town  employees  exhibited  during  this  incident,  most  notably,  police,  fire,  DPW  and  Building. 
They  responded  tirelessly  and  unselfishly  to  get  the  job  done.  It  is  said  that  it  is  at  times  like 
these  when  residents  need  us  most.  We  can  all  have  piece  of  mind  and  confidence  in  our 
employees’  abilities  to  keep  our  community  safe. 

As  we  head  into  201 1  a  number  of  challenges  remain,  chief  among  them  our  limited  revenues 
and  the  increasing  cost  of  the  provision  of  town  services.  However,  we  are  holding  steady  and 
through  conservative  budgeting  are  making  ends  meet.  That  does  not  mean  that  services  are  of 
the  same  quality  or  provided  to  the  same  extent  as  residents  have  become  accustomed  to;  we  are 
simply  treading  water.  There  is  still  much  to  do  and  we  will  strive  to  do  our  best. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Board  who  remain  ever-supportive  and  are 
committed  to  making  Scituate  the  best  town  to  live  in  Massachusetts.  I  am  also  indebted  to  our 
professional  and  support  staff  who  continue  to  go  above  and  beyond  if  it  is  for  the  good  of  the 
Town.  Finally,  my  thanks  to  Kim  Donovan  and  Sheila  Manning,  who  keep  our  offices  running  so 
efficiently  and  continue  to  adapt  to  a  never-ending  onslaught  of  management  changes  and 
initiatives. 

I  look  forward  to  serving  the  community  and  meeting  more  citizens  in  201 1.

In  the  January  special  state  election,  Senator  Scott  Brown  was  elected  to  the  senate.  He 
succeeds  Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  who  died  in  office  in  August  of  2009.having 
served  as  Senator  from  Massachusetts  for  47  years. 

The  special  town  election  in  June  had  one  question  on  the  ballot  -  a  debt  exclusion 
override  for  financing  of  design  and  repairs  at  the  Wampatuck  School.  The  voters  said 
‘yes’  to  the  question. 

State  legislation  established  major  changes  in  several  areas.  On  July  1,  2010,  Governor 
Patrick  signed  into  law  significant  changes  in  Chapter  28  of  the  State  Ethics  laws.  Those 
mandated  changes  went  into  effect  across  the  state  on  December  15,  2010  and  are 
administered  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Administrator. 

The  Open  Meeting  Law  replaced  existing  law  with  GLC30A,  Sections  18-25  covering 
meetings  of  all  public  bodies.  This  has  altered  the  posting  of  all  open  meetings  and 
agenda  and  has  altered  the  conduct  of  all  meetings.  Campaign  and  Political  Finance  laws 
have  also  adjusted  to  the  need  for  greater  transparency  in  political  campaigning. 

In  such  a  full  year,  we  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  call  attention  with  thanks  to  the  hard 
work  of  the  Registrars,  the  wardens,  the  election  workers,  the  town  meeting  workers  and 
the  many  volunteers.  We  had  remarkable  assistance  from  all.  Their  contribution  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  election  system  and  the  momentum  of  town  business  is  very  much 
appreciated. 

We  thank  all  the  various  departments  with  whom  we  work  throughout  the  year. 
Particular  thanks  go  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  School  Department, 
especially  custodial  and  food  services,  and  to  the  Police  Department  for  all  their 
assistance  in  making  town  meeting  and  elections  works. 
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Thank  you  also  to  the  Archivists  who  have  worked  diligigently  downstairs  at  town  hall. 
The  committed  volunteers,  under  the  direction  of  Archivist,  Elizabeth  Foster,  have 
accomplished  considerable  research  despite  being  a  smaller  group  for  many  months. 

The  Town  Clerk’s  office  continues  to  pursue  its  mission  of  meeting  statutory  obligations 
while  being  attentive  to  the  needs  of  the  townspeople.  Assistant  Town  Clerk  Kathy 
Curran  and  Records  Clerk,  Judy  Gilligan  are  to  be  commended  for  their  command  of  the 
multiple  and  varied  legal  tasks  of  the  office.  They  tackled  the  very  real  challenges  of 
2010  with  skill,  willingness,  pride  and  good  cheer.

(b)  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or  permit, 
including  renewals  and  transfers  of  any  party  whose  name  appears  on  said  list 
furnished  to  the  licensing  authority  from  the  tax  collector  or  with  respect  to 
any  activity,  event  or  other  matter  which  is  the  subject  of  such  license  or 
permit  and  which  activity,  event  or  matter  is  carried  out  or  exercised  or  is  to 
be  carried  out  or  exercised  on  or  about  real  estate  owned  by  any  party  whose 
name  appears  on  said  list  furnished  to  the  licensing  authority  from  the  tax 
collector;  provided,  however,  that  written  notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the 
tax  collector,  as  required  by  applicable  provision  of  law,  and  the  party  is  given 
a  hearing,  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days  after  said  notice.  Said  list 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  for  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  of  said 
license  or  permit  to  any  party.  The  tax  collector  shall  have  the  right  to 
intervene  in  any  hearing  conducted  with  respect  to  such  license  denial, 
revocation  or  suspension.  Any  findings  made  by  the  licensing  authority  with 
respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  made  only  for 
the  purposes  of  such  proceeding  and  shall  not  be  relevant  to  or  introduced  in 
any  other  proceeding  at  law,  except  for  any  appeal  from  such  license  denial, 
revocation  or  suspension.

one  hundred  and  forty;  dog  licenses,  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty;  fishing,  hunting,  trapping  license,  section  twelve  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one;  marriage  licenses,  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  seven  and  theatrical  events,  public  exhibition  permits,  section  one  hundred  and 
eighty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty.

As-of- 
right  development  may  be  subject  to  site  plan  review  to  determine  conformance  with  local  zoning 
ordinances  or  bylaws.  Projects  cannot  be  prohibited,  but  can  be  reasonably  regulated  by  the 
building  commissioner. 

Large  scale  Ground-Mounted  Solar  Photovoltaic  Installation  A  solar  photovoltaic  system 
that  is  structurally  mounted  on  the  ground  and  is  not  roof-mounted,  and  has  a  minimum 
nameplate  capacity  of  250  kW  DC. 

On-Site  Solar  Photovoltaic  Installation  A  solar  photovoltaic  installation  that  is  constructed  at  a 
location  where  other  uses  of  the  underlying  property  occur. 

Rated  Nameplate  Capacity  The  maximum  rated  output  of  electric  power  production  of  the 
Photovoltaic  system  in  Direct  Current  (DC).

3.  Add  a  new  Section  480,  Large  Scale  Ground  Mounted  Solar  Photovoltaic  Installations,  as 
follows: 

480.  Large  Scale  Ground  Mounted  Solar  Photovoltaic  Installations 

480.1  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  bylaw  is  to  promote  the  creation  of  new  large  scale  ground- 
mounted  solar  photovoltaic  installations  by  providing  standards  for  the  placement,  design, 
construction,  operation,  monitoring,  modification  and  removal  of  such  installations  that  address 
public  safety,  minimize  impacts  on  scenic,  natural  and  historic  resources  and  to  provide  adequate 
financial  assurance  for  the  eventual  decommissioning  of  such  installations. 

480.2  Applicability.  This  section  applies  to  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar  photovoltaic 
installations  proposed  to  be  constructed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section.  This  section  also 
pertains  to  physical  modifications  that  materially  alter  the  ty  pe,  configuration,  or  size  of  these 
installations  or  related  equipment. 
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480.3  General  Requirements  for  all  Large  Scale  Solar  Power  Generation  Installations.  The 
following  requirements  are  common  to  all  solar  photovoltaic  installations  to  be  sited  in 
designated  locations. 

A.  Compliance  with  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Regulations. 

The  construction  and  operation  of  all  large  scale  solar  photovoltaic  installations  shall  be 
consistent  with  all  applicable  local,  state  and  federal  requirements,  including  but  not 
limited  to  all  applicable  safety,  construction,  electrical,  and  communications 
requirements.  All  buildings  and  fixtures  forming  part  of  a  solar  photovoltaic  installation 
shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  State  Building  Code. 

B.  Building  Permit  and  Building  Inspection. 

No  large  scale  solar  photovoltaic  installation  shall  be  constructed,  installed  or  modified  as 
provided  in  this  section  without  first  obtaining  a  building  permit. 

C.  Site  Plan  Review. 

Ground-mounted  large  scale  solar  photovoltaic  installations  with  250  kW  or  larger  of 
rated  nameplate  capacity  shall  be  subject  to  site  plan  review  by  the  Planning  Board  as 
described  in  Section  770  of  this  Bylaw  prior  to  construction,  installation  or  modification 
as  provided  in  this  section.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  22(c)  of  the 
Green  Communities  Act,  site  plan  review  for  these  large  scale  installations  shall  be 
expedited  and  no  decision  shall  be  rendered  more  than  one  year  after  the  date  of 
application.  Application  requirements  shall  be  as  provided  below: 

1.  General.  All  plans  and  maps  shall  be  prepared,  stamped  and  signed  by  a 
Professional  Engineer  licensed  in  Massachusetts. 

2.  Required  Documents.  Pursuant  to  the  site  plan  review  process,  the  project 
proponent  shall  provide  the  following  documents: 

(a)  A  site  plan  showing: 

i.  Property  lines  and  physical  features,  including  roads,  for  the 
project  site; 

ii.  Proposed  changes  to  the  landscape  of  the  site,  grading, 
vegetation  clearing  and  planting,  exterior  lighting,  screening 
vegetation  or  structures; 

iii.  Blueprints  or  drawings  of  the  solar  photovoltaic  installation 
signed  by  a  Professional  Engineer  licensed  in  Massachusetts 
showing  the  proposed  layout  of  the  system  and  any  potential 
shading  from  nearby  structures. 

iv.  One  or  three  line  electrical  diagram  detailing  the  solar 
photovoltaic  installation,  associated  components,  and  electrical 
interconnection  methods,  with  all  National  Electrical  Code 
compliant  disconnects  and  overcurrent  devices; 

v.  Documentation  of  the  major  system  components  to  be  used, 
including  the  PV  panels,  mounting  system,  and  inverter; 

vi.  Name,  address,  and  contact  information  for  proposed  system 
installer; 

vii.  Name,  address,  phone  number  and  signature  of  the  project 
proponent,  as  well  as  all  co-proponents  or  property  owners,  if 
any; 
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viii.  The  name,  contact  information  and  signature  of  any  agents 
representing  the  project  proponent;  and 

(b)  Documentation  of  actual  or  prospective  access  and  control  of  the 
project  site  (see  also  Section  480.3  D); 

(c)  An  operation  and  maintenance  plan  (see  also  Section  480.3  E); 

(d)  Zoning  district  designation  for  the  parcel(s)  of  land  comprising  the 
project  site 

(e)  Proof  of  liability  insurance;  and 

(f)  Description  of  financial  surety  that  satisfies  Section  480.3  L  3. 

The  Planning  Board  may  waive  documentary  requirements  as  it  deems 
appropriate. 

D.  Site  Control.  The  project  proponent  shall  submit  documentation  of  actual  or 
prospective  access  and  control  of  the  project  site  sufficient  to  allow  for  construction  and 
operation  of  the  proposed  solar  photovoltaic  installation. 

E.  Operation  &  Maintenance  Plan.  The  project  proponent  shall  submit  a  plan  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar  photovoltaic 
installation,  which  shall  include  measures  for  maintaining  safe  access  to  the  installation, 
storm  water  controls,  as  well  as  general  procedures  for  operational  maintenance  of  the 
installation. 

F.  Utility  Notification.  No  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar  photovoltaic  installation 
shall  be  constructed  until  evidence  has  been  given  to  the  Planning  Board  that  the  utility 
company  that  operates  the  electrical  grid  where  the  installation  is  to  be  located  has  been 
informed  of  the  solar  photovoltaic  installation  owner  or  operator’s  intent  to  install  an 
interconnected  customer-owned  generator.  Off-grid  systems  shall  be  exempt  from  this 
requirement. 

G.  Dimension  and  Density  Requirements. 

1.  Setback  and  Yard  Requirements.  For  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar 
photovoltaic  installations,  no  solar  panel  shall  be  installed  within  thirty  feet  of  the 
exterior  line  of  any  street  or  way,  or  nearer  to  the  side  or  rear  lines  of  its  lot  than 
the  “Required  Side  Yard  Distance”  and  “Required  Rear  Yard  Depth”  specified  in 
the  following  table,  provided,  however,  that  where  the  lot  abuts  a  Residential 
zoning  district  or  the  Saltmarsh  and  Tideland  Conservation  District,  no  solar 
panel  shall  be  installed  within  fifty  feet  of  the  side  or  rear  lines  of  its  lot: 

Required  Side  Yard  Distance  Required  Rear  Yard  Depth 

15  feet  30  feet 

2.  Appurtenant  Structures.  All  appurtenant  structures  to  large  scale  ground- 
mounted  solar  photovoltaic  installations  shall  be  subject  to  regulation  concerning 
the  maximum  bulk  and  height  of  structures,  and  the  minimum  lot  area,  setbacks, 
open  space,  parking  and  building  coverage  requirements,  which  shall  be  the  same 
as  for  structures  in  the  Commercial  zoning  district.  All  such  appurtenant 
structures,  including  but  not  limited  to,  equipment  shelters,  storage  facilities, 
transformers,  and  substations,  shall  be  architecturally  compatible  with  each  other. 
Whenever  reasonable,  structures  should  be  shaded  from  view  by  vegetation 
and/or  joined  or  clustered  to  avoid  adverse  visual  impacts. 
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H.  Design  Standards. 

1 .  Lighting.  Lighting  of  solar  photovoltaic  installations  shall  be  consistent  with 
local,  state  and  federal  law.  Lighting  of  other  parts  of  the  installation,  such  as 
appurtenant  structures,  shall  be  limited  to  that  required  for  safety  and  operational 
purposes,  and  shall  be  reasonably  shielded  from  abutting  properties.  Where 
feasible,  lighting  of  the  solar  photovoltaic  installation  shall  be  directed  downward 
and  shall  incorporate  full  cut-off  fixtures  to  reduce  light  pollution. 

2.  Signage.  A  sign  consistent  with  the  Town’s  sign  bylaw  shall  be  required  to 
identify  the  owner  and  provide  the  business  name  for  the  company(ies)  that  own 
and  operate  the  installation,  their  business  address,  the  name  of  a  contact  person, 
and  a  24-hour  emergency  contact  phone  number.  Solar  photovoltaic  installations 
shall  not  be  used  for  displaying  any  advertising  except  for  reasonable 
identification  of  the  manufacturer  or  operator  of  the  solar  photovoltaic 
installation. 

3.  Utility  Connections.  Reasonable  efforts,  as  determined  by  the  Planning  Board, 
shall  be  made  to  place  all  utility  connections  from  the  solar  photovoltaic 
installation  underground,  depending  on  appropriate  soil  conditions,  shape,  and 
topography  of  the  site  and  any  requirements  of  the  utility  provider.  Electrical 
transformers  for  utility  interconnections  may  be  above  ground  if  required  by  the 
utility  provider. 

I.  Safety  and  Environmental  Standards 

1 .  Emergency  Services.  The  large  scale  solar  photovoltaic  installation  owner  or 
operator  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  project  summary,  electrical  schematic,  and 
site  plan  to  the  local  fire  chief.  The  owner  or  operator  shall  cooperate  with  local 
emergency  services  in  developing  an  emergency  response  plan.  All  means  of 
shutting  down  the  solar  photovoltaic  installation  shall  be  clearly  marked.  The 
owner  or  operator  shall  identify  a  responsible  person  for  public  inquiries 
throughout  the  life  of  the  installation. 

2.  Land  Clearing,  Soil  Erosion  and  Habitat  Impacts.  Clearing  of  natural 
vegetation  shall  be  limited  to  what  is  necessary  for  the  construction,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  large  -  scale  ground-mounted  solar  photovoltaic 
installation  or  otherwise  prescribed  by  applicable  laws,  regulations,  and  bylaws. 

J.  Monitoring  and  Maintenance 

Solar  Photovoltaic  Installation  Conditions.  The  large  -  scale  ground-mounted 
solar  photovoltaic  installation  owner  or  operator  shall  maintain  the  facility  in 
good  condition.  Maintenance  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  painting, 
structural  repairs,  and  integrity  of  security  measures.  Site  access  shall  be 
maintained  to  a  level  acceptable  to  the  local  Fire  Chief  and  Emergency  Medical 
Services.  The  owner  or  operator  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  solar  photovoltaic  installation  and  any  access  road(s),  unless  accepted  as  a 
public  way. 

K.  Modifications.  All  material  modifications  to  a  solar  photovoltaic  installation  made 

after  issuance  of  the  required  building  permit  shall  require  approval  by  the  Planning 

Board. 

L.  Abandonment  or  Decommissioning 
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1 .  Removal  Requirements.  Any  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar  photovoltaic 
installation  which  has  reached  the  end  of  its  useful  life  or  has  been  abandoned 
consistent  with  Section  480.3  L  2.  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  removed.  The  owner  or 
operator  shall  physically  remove  the  installation  no  more  than  150  days  after  the 
date  of  discontinued  operations.  The  owner  or  operator  shall  notify  the  Planning 
Board  by  certified  mail  of  the  proposed  date  of  discontinued  operations  and  plans 
for  removal.  Decommissioning  shall  consist  of: 

(a)  Physical  removal  of  all  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar 
photovoltaic  installations,  structures,  equipment,  security  barriers  and 
transmission  lines  from  the  site. 

(b)  Disposal  of  all  solid  and  hazardous  waste  in  accordance  with  local, 
state,  and  federal  waste  disposal  regulations. 

(c)  Stabilization  or  re-vegetation  of  the  site  as  necessary  to  minimize 
erosion.  The  Planning  Board  may  allow  the  owner  or  operator  to  leave 
landscaping  or  designated  below-grade  foundations  in  order  to  minimize 
erosion  and  disruption  to  vegetation. 

2.  Abandonment.  Absent  notice  of  a  proposed  date  of  decommissioning  or 
written  notice  of  extenuating  circumstances,  the  solar  photovoltaic  installation 
shall  be  considered  abandoned  when  it  fails  to  operate  for  more  than  one  year 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Planning  Board.  If  the  owner  or  operator  of  the 
large  scale  ground-mounted  solar  photovoltaic  installation  fails  to  remove  the 
installation  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  within  150  days 
of  abandonment  or  the  proposed  date  of  decommissioning,  the  town  may  enter 
the  property  and  physically  remove  the  installation. 

3.  Financial  Surety.  Proponents  of  large  scale  ground-mounted  solar 
photovoltaic  projects  shall  provide  a  form  of  surety  acceptable  to  the  Town 
Treasurer,  either  through  escrow  account,  bond  or  otherwise,  to  cover  the  cost  of 
removal  in  the  event  the  town  must  remove  the  installation  and  remediate  the 
landscape,  in  an  amount  and  form  determined  to  be  reasonable  by  the  Planning 
Board,  but  in  no  event  to  exceed  more  than  125  percent  of  the  cost  of  removal 
and  compliance  with  the  additional  requirements  set  forth  herein,  as  determined 
by  the  project  proponent.  Such  surety  will  not  be  required  for  municipally-  or 
state-owned  facilities.  The  project  proponent  shall  submit  a  fully  inclusive 
estimate  of  the  costs  associated  with  removal,  prepared  by  a  qualified  engineer. 
The  amount  shall  include  a  mechanism  for  calculating  increased  removal  costs 
due  to  inflation.

Conservation  Code  (IECC)  is  a  building  code  created  by  the  International  Code  Counsel. 
It  is  a  model  code  adopted  by  many  state  and  municipal  governments  in  the  United  States 
for  the  establishment  of  minimum  design  and  construction  requirements  for  energy 
efficiency.  Commencing  July  1, 2010,  the  baseline  energy  conservation  requirements  of 
the  MA  State  Building  Code  will  default  to  IECC  2009  and  MA  amendments. 

Stretch  Energy  Code  -  Codified  by  the  Board  of  Building  Regulations  and  Standards  as 
780  CMR  Appendix  120  AA,  the  Stretch  Energy  Code  is  the  International  Energy 
Conservation  Code  (IECC)  2009  with  amendments  contained  herein. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  780  CMR  120  AA  is  to  provide  a  more  energy  efficient  alternative  to  the 
base  energy  code  applicable  to  the  relevant  sections  of  the  building  code  for  both  new 
construction  and  existing  buildings. 

Applicability 

This  code  applies  to  residential  and  commercial  buildings.  Buildings  not  included  in  this 
scope  shall  comply  with  780  CMR  13, 34,  61,  or  93,  as  applicable. 

Authority 

A  municipality  seeking  to  ensure  that  construction  within  its  boundaries  is  designed  and 
built  above  the  energy  efficiency  requirements  of  780  CMR  may  mandate  adherence  to 
this  appendix.  780  CMR  120  AA  may  be  adopted  or  rescinded  by  any  municipality  in 
the  commonwealth  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 
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Stretch  Code 

The  Stretch  Code,  as  codified  by  the  Board  of  Building  Regulations  and  Standards  as  780 
CMR  Appendix  120  AA,  including  any  amendments  or  modifications,  is  herein 
incorporated  by  reference  into  the  Town  of  Scituate  General  Bylaws,  Chapter  30355. 

The  Stretch  Code  is  enforceable  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  Building  Commissioner.

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COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


The  Community  Preservation  Act  (the  CPA  or  the  Act)  was  adopted  by  Scituate  voters  in 
2002.  As  adopted  by  the  voters,  a  3%  CPA  surcharge  is  assessed  on  all  real  property  tax  bills 
with  certain  exemptions.  CPA  funds  collected  under  the  surcharge  MAY  ONLY  be  expended 
for  allowed  purposes  under  the  Act.  Generally  the  allowed  purposes  are  the  acquisition, 
preservation,  restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical  purposes,  land  for  recreational 
purposes  and  community  housing.  The  CPA  restricts  CPA  funds  so  that  at  least  30%  of  CPA 
revenues  must  be  expended  for  open  space,  historical  purposes,  and  community  housing,  10% 
for  each  category.  Up  to  5%  of  total  CPA  revenues  annually  may  be  expended  for  administrative 
expenses,  with  any  unexpended  balance  returned  to  the  CPA’s  unreserved  fund  balance  and  not 
carried  over  for  administrative  purposes.  The  remaining  65%  of  CPA  funds  may  be  expended  as 
additional  funds  within  those  3  categories  and  for  certain  allowed  recreational  purposes.  CPA 
funds  may  not  be  used  to  pay  normal  Town  operating  expenses  or  for  any  purposes  not 
specifically  allowed  under  the  Act. 

Under  the  Act,  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  (the  Committee  or  CPC)  has  been 
established  to  make  recommendations  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  use  of  the 
CPA  funds.  The  9-member  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  is  made  up  of  4  at- 
large  members  and  5  Town  board  members  (Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission, 
Housing  Authority,  Recreation  Commission  and  Historical  Commission).  Under  the  CPA,  the 
Committee  makes  recommendations  for  expenditure  of  CPA  funds  to  Town  Meeting  for 
approval.  The  Committee  sponsors  all  CPA-funded  Town  Meeting  articles.  Successful  CPA 
initiatives  require  a  positive  recommendation  from  the  Committee  as  well  as  a  favorable  vote  of 
Town  Meeting.  The  CPC  is  not  a  committee  with  a  project  budget  or  any  ultimate  authority  to 
approve  the  funding  of  CPA  recommended  projects,  nor  does  any  other  Town  Board  have 
authority  to  authorize  spending  CPA  project  funds.  The  CPC’s  function  is  to  recommend  to  the 
voters  at  Town  Meeting  are,  the  projects  that  it  finds  both  qualify  for  CPA  funding  under  the  Act 
and  meet  CPA  goals,  while  balancing  the  needs  or  values  of  projects  competing  for  CPA 
funding.  Voters  at  Town  Meeting  are  the  final  and  ultimate  authority  on  each  and  every  project, 
and  are  free  to  vote  yes  or  no  on  each  and  every  project.  CPA  funds  cannot  be  committed  to 
or  used  for  a  project  without  Town  Meeting  approval,  so  the  voters  ultimately  control  CPA  funds 
and  how  they  are  spent,  or  not,  on  each  and  every  project. 

Since  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2003,  the  voters  have  approved  numerous 
projects  recommended  by  the  Committee.  Most  recently,  in  the  category  of  Open  Space  and 
Recreation,  funds  were  approved  at  the  2010  Annual  Town  meeting  for  a  major  acquisition  of 
approximately  57  acres.  Since  that  vote,  the  CPC  has  received  notification  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Energy  and  Environmental  Affairs  that  its 
grant  application  for  these  (Wheelwright  &  Bjorklund)  property  acquisitions  has  been  selected  to 
receive  state  funding  of  up  to  $500,000  in  state  Local  Acquisitions  for  Natural  Diversity  (LAND) 
Grant  Program  Assistance.  This  grant  will  significantly  reduce  the  cost  of  this  acquisition  to  the 
Town,  and  even  further  leverages  Scituate’ s  CPA  funds.  As  a  result,  the  purchasing  power  of 
CPA  in  Scituate  is  further  enhanced  and  the  CPA  in  Scituate  is  able  to  pursue  other  more 
important  projects  in  the  future.  These  acquisitions  will  also  complement  prior  land  acquisitions 
by  the  Town  using  CPA  funds  totaling  approximately  250  acres  in  this  conservation  area.  This 
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total  conservation  area  protects  and  preserves  various  environmental  and  passive  recreation 
values,  including  water  resource  areas,  species  habitat,  and  the  Carl  Pipes  walking  trail.  The 
Scituate  CPC  encourages  citizens  to  visit  and  access  this  area  for  their  passive  recreational  use. 

As  a  major  event  in  the  historical  category,  funds  were  approved  for  acquisition  of  the 
Bates  House,  located  at  6  Jericho  Road  with  breathtaking  views  of  Scituate  Harbor.  This 
charming  property  is  believed  to  have  been  constructed  between  1665  and  1696,  and  there  is  a 
pending  application  nominating  it  to  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The  property  is 
most  well-known  for  its  linkage  to  the  story  of  the  Bates  sisters,  “An  American  Army  of  Two,” 
according  to  which,  during  the  war  of  1812,  the  Bates  sisters  successfully  repelled  several 
landing  boats  full  of  British  soldiers  by  concealing  themselves  and  playing  Yankee  Doodle  on  a 
fife  and  drum,  allegedly  leading  the  soldiers  to  believe  opposing  forces  awaited  their  landing. 
This  acquisition  will  permanently  preserve  this  historic  property  for  future  generations  to  enjoy 
and  view. 

Additional  CPA  funds  were  also  set  aside  for  other  projects  approved  at  Town  Meeting, 
for  community  housing,  and  significant  fund  balances  exist  for  future  projects  and  allowed 
purposes. 

Through  Fiscal  2008,  the  Town  had  received  100%  matching  funds  from  the  State.  Due 
to  increased  participation  in  CPA  by  other  towns  and  declining  state  revenues  committed  to 
funding  the  State’s  match  of  CPA  funds,  in  fiscal  2010,  the  State  matched  was  reduced  to 
approximately  30%  of  funds  raised  by  the  Town  CPA  surcharge.  As  a  community  adopting  the 
maximum  3%  surcharge,  the  Town  of  Scituate  receives  the  maximum  amount  that  can  be 
recovered  from  the  State  in  the  form  of  matching  funds.  The  Town  has  received  more  than  5 
million  dollars  in  matching  funds  from  the  State  to  date.  Towns  adopting  lesser  surcharge  rates 
do  not  qualify  for  participation  in  all  rounds  of  matching  funds  from  the  State  and  will  likely  not 
receive  funding  equal  to  the  level  of  the  matching  funds  provided  to  the  Town  of  Scituate. 
Although  not  adopted  or  in  any  way  guaranteed  to  be  adopted,  legislation  is  proposed  and 
pending  (SB  90,  An  Act  to  Sustain  Community  Preservation )  that  if  adopted,  would  stabilize  the 
annual  CPA  match  for  CPA  communities  by  guaranteeing  a  minimum  of  a  75%  match  each  year, 
in  addition  to  providing  increased  flexibility  to  the  CPC  in  funding  recreational  projects 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Boards  and  members  who  serve  on  and 
participate  in  the  CPA  process  by  providing  their  time  and  their  input  regarding  proposed  CPA 
projects.  The  well  thought-out  evaluations  of  proposed  projects  provided  by  the  Town  Boards  in 
the  various  project  areas  are  an  invaluable  tool  used  by  the  members  of  the  CPC  in  their 
decision-making  process. 

Last  but  not  at  all  least;  the  Committee  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  voters  and 
taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  their  unwavering  support  of  CPA  over  the  years,  especially 
in  these  challenging  economic  times.  The  Committee  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  mission  to 
protect  and  preserve  our  open  space  and  valuable  resources  on  your  behalf  in  the  upcoming  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  quality  of  the  natural 
environment  and  in  particular  our  crucial  and  sensitive  wetland  resources  including  our 
watersheds,  open  space  and  recreational  lands,  plant  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission  also 
makes  recommendations  regarding  the  purchase  and/or  the  protection  of  properties  whose 
ownership  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate's  Wetlands  Protection  Bylaw, 
and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts’  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  On  a  broader  scale,  it  also 
works  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Coastal  Zone  Management,  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency, 
and  the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers.  Vincent  Kalishes,  coordinates  the  efforts  under 
the  Community  Rating  System  program  which  reduces  the  cost  of  flood  insurance  for  the 
residences  of  Scituate  in  flood  zones. 

During  2010,  the  Commission  held  approximately  75  public  hearings  on  Notice  of  Intents 
(projects  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission)  and  31  Requests  for 
Determinations  of  Applicability  (requests  seeking  decisions  as  to  whether  a  proposed  project 
comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission). 

Again  this  year  the  Commission  has  had  the  pleasure  of  having  the  Scituate  Vocational 
Life  Skills  Summer  Program  working  on  the  Driftway  Park,  Ellis  Estate  and  Teak  Sherman  Park 
properties.  Skip  Toomey  ably  supervises  these  young  people,  with  direction  from  Allan 
Greenberg  and  Howard  Matthews  who  oversee  their  efforts  and  accomplishments.  The 
Commission  appreciates  and  thanks  these  young  people  for  all  their  hard  work. 

The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  increased  demands  placed  on  its 
limited  staff  and  resources.  Development  is  now  focused  on  marginal  land;  these  properties 
require  careful  oversight  imposing  increasing  demands  on  the  volunteer  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission.  As  of  this  writing  the  Commission  needs  a  new  member.  If  anyone  is 
interested,  please  fill  out  an  application  that  can  be  found  on  the  website  at 
www.town.scituate.ma.us  under  the  Selectmen’s  section  or  in  the  Selectmen’s  Office. 

Phase  II  of  the  Driftway  Trail  has  been  completed  to  the  Harbor,  along  New  Kent  Street, 
which  makes  the  Park  and  Trail  accessible  to  many  more  residents.  On  going  is  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  abandoned  railroad  bed  as  a  trail,  extending  over  a  mile  from  the  Driftway  across  the  salt 
marsh  to  the  edge  of  the  North  River.  Along  with  the  Driftway  Trail  the  Commission  has 
enthusiastically  supported  acquisition  of  open  space  parcels  offered  to  the  town.  Without  CPC 
acquisitions,  open  space  would  be  beyond  reach.  The  Commission  was  impressed  with  the  turn 
out  for  town  meeting  to  vote  to  retain  the  CPC  for  the  Town  of  Scituate.  It  shows  that  the 
townspeople  have  great  respect  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  the  Committee. 

The  Conservation  Commissioners,  and  their  staff  are  specifically  responsible  for  dealing 
with  conservation  matters,  but  they  depend  upon  citizens  of  the  town  to  provide  additional  eyes 
and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the  environmental  quality  of  life  in  the  Town.  We 
have  issued  a  number  of  Enforcement  Orders  to  property  owners  that  have  committed  wetland 
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violations.  We  are  happy  to  say,  most  of  the  problems  have  been  solved  quickly  and  easily. 

At  this  time  the  Commission  wants  to  send  it  regards  and  thanks  to  Vincent  J.  Kalishes,  III 
for  his  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  the  Conservation  Commission.  His  expertise 
and  knowledge  of  all  the  areas  of  town  from  the  coast  to  the  west  end  is  a  tremendous  loss.  We 
wish  him  all  the  happiness  in  his  retirement.  He  is  sorely  missed  and  the  town  has  lost  a  great 
asset. 

We  also  would  like  to  thank  Paul  Shea  for  stepping  in  and  helping  out  as  our  part-time 
interim  agent.  We  find  him  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  person.  We  appreciate  the  outstanding  job 
he  has  done  and  is  doing. 

The  Conservation  Commission  past  and  present  members  in  2010  included  Frank  Snow, 
Joseph  Urbanski,  J.  Stephen  Bjorklund,  Scott  Greenbaum,  Anthony  Jones,  Paul  Parys,  and  Penny 
Scott-Pipes.  We  would  like  to  thank  our  Associate  Members  Vin  Bucca,  and  especially  Allan 
Greenberg  for  his  help  with  deed  research  and  negotiations  related  to  land  acquisitions  and 
Howard  Matthews  for  his  work  on  the  Commission’s  trail  systems.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


While  the  pace  of  development  has  continued  to  be  slow,  the  Planning  Board  had  a  very 
productive  year  in  2010.  Twenty-six  meetings  were  held.  The  Planning  Board  endorsed 
nine  Approval  Not  Required  Plans  and  approved  one  Site  Plan  Waiver  and  three  Site  Plan 
Review  applications  including  Sam’s  Restaurant  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  the  Village  at 
South  River,  a  condominium  development  in  Humarock.  Also  approved  were  two 
Stormwater  Permits,  two  Accessory  Dwelling  Special  Permits,  one  Flood  Plain  Special 
Permit,  a  Wind  Energy  Special  Permit  for  the  municipal  Wind  Turbine  and  a  Definitive 
Subdivision  Plan  for  Ingrid  Lane,  a  two-lot  development.  Safety  and  access 
improvements  to  the  north  side,  one-way  exit  from  the  Welch  Co.  parking  lot  between 
#146  and  164  Front  St.  were  obtained  after  discussion  with  the  property  owner.  The 
Planning  Board  continued  to  work  with  Town  Counsel  and  representatives  of  the 
developer  to  address  pavement  failure  and  erosion  in  order  to  complete  the  Walnut  Tree 
Hill  subdivision. 

Two  Planning  Board  members  participated  on  the  Special  Bylaw  Review  Committee, 
charged  with  comprehensive  revision  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  The  Board  held  a  public 
hearing  and  recommended  the  zoning  amendments,  which  were  adopted  by  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  The  Town  Planner  assisted  by  reviewing  and  proofreading  the  final  draft  for  a 
Town  Meeting  handout  and  posting  on  the  town  website. 

On  April  29,  the  Planning  Board  approved  Stormwater  Regulations  to  implement  the 
Stormwater  Bylaw  passed  by  Town  Meeting  in  April,  2008.  This  followed  a  workshop 
and  three  public  hearings.  The  regulations  included  an  expedited  process  of  staff  review 
for  projects  with  less  than  40,000  sq.  ft.  of  land  disturbance. 

In  August,  the  Board  adopted  changes  to  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  at  the 
request  of  the  DPW.  These  included  a  requirement  for  ductile  iron  pipe  which  was 
considered  the  best  material  for  water  mains,  prohibition  of  dead-end  mains  and  new 
standards  for  fire  hydrants. 

Planning  Board  members  initiated  the  re-establishment  of  the  Scituate  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission,  to  be  called  the  Economic  Development  Commission,  and  worked 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  a  new  charge  for  this  committee.  In  201 1,  the  Board  will 
interview  prospective  members,  to  recommend  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  Planning  Board  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  pursue  designation  of  the 
Commercial  zoning  district  as  a  Recovery  Zone  under  the  American  Recovery  and 
Reinvestment  Act,  enabling  expanding  companies  to  obtain  low  interest,  tax  exempt 
bonds. 

Planning  staff,  assisted  by  other  departments,  worked  hard  to  achieve  Green  Community 
designation  for  the  Town  of  Scituate.  The  Town  Planner  invited  local  builders  and 
developers  to  a  workshop  where  Green  Communities  staff  and  the  Building 
Commissioner  explained  the  importance  of  the  Stretch  Building  Code.  The  Planning 
Board  held  public  hearings  and  recommended  passage  of  zoning  for  solar  photovoltaic 
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energy  installations  in  the  Commercial  zoning  district,  which  was  adopted  by  November 
Special  Town  Meeting.  Finally,  planning  and  DPW  staff  worked  together  to  compile 
information  on  energy  use  at  all  town  buildings  and  facilities,  and  from  this,  the  Town 
Planner  developed  an  Energy  Reduction  Plan.  The  Planning  Board  Secretary  was  a  key 
part  of  this  effort. 

The  Town  Planner  continued  to  administer  the  Town’s  elevation  grant  program,  which 
this  year  included  elevation  of  two  properties  under  the  Severe  Repetitive  Loss  program. 
Guidelines  for  all  grants  were  developed  in  conjunction  with  the  Building  Department 
and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Town  has  assisted  the  elevation  of  over  fifty 
homes  with  these  grants,  and  this  year  a  new  benefit/cost  analysis  by  FEMA,  was  made 
part  of  the  requirement. 

The  Board  saw  several  personnel  changes  in  2010.  Donna  Chisholm  and  Donald  Walter 
resigned,  and  Daniel  Monger,  Esq.  and  Eric  Mercer,  Esq.  were  elected  as  full  members. 
We  appreciate  all  of  the  energy,  time  and  thought  that  Donna  and  Don  invested  in  their 
positions  and  know  that  the  Town  is  better  for  their  efforts.  After  a  short  but  worthy 
tenure,  alternate  member  Tom  Yardley  resigned,  and  Richard  Taylor  was  elected  to  this 
position.  Laura  DeLong  was  appointed  to  the  Design  Review  Committee,  replacing  Eric 
Kluz  who  resigned.  We  thank  Eric  for  his  contributions  to  that  committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

July  1, 2009  -  June  30, 2010 

The  role  of  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  is  to  deliver  research-based  information  to 
Plymouth  County  residents  through  non-formal  methods.  The  Plymouth  County  Extension  staff 
work  on  behalf  of  Plymouth  County  residents,  in  concert  with  UMass  Amherst  faculty  and 
Extension  staff,  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  provide  valuable 
information  in  the  program  areas  of ‘Agriculture  and  Landscape’  and  ‘4-H  Youth  and  Family 
Development’.  The  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and 
operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and  agreements.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the  Plymouth 
County  Commissioners,  serve  as  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the 
overall  program.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  Extension  staff  on  developing  programs. 

Cooperative  Extension  resources  and  programs  for  Plymouth  County  residents  include:  annual 
sustainable  gardening  lectures,  annual  fruit  pruning  demonstration;  ornamental  tree  pruning 
lecture,  research,  information  and  educational  programs  on  pests  like  the  winter  moth  caterpillar; 
pesticide  applicator  training  &  licensing  exams;  the  annual  UMass  Extension  Garden  Calendar; 
landscape  and  horticultural  training  and  resources  for  municipal  employees  and  green  industry 
professionals;  4-H  Science  and  Technology  workshops  in  the  areas  of  embryology  and  plant 
science;  accredited  overnight  4-H  summer  camps;  4-H  animal  science  summer  day- workshops; 
4-H  Life  Skills  Training,  4-H  Community  Service  Projects,  4-H  Public  Speaking  Training,  4-H 
Babysitting  Program  and  4-H  partnerships  with  local  farms  and  agricultural  enterprises.  New 
research  findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  residents  and 
communities  through  workshops,  lectures,  conferences,  office  visits,  phone  calls,  field 
demonstrations,  radio,  television,  local  libraries,  technical  assistance,  and  newspaper  articles. 
Publications  such  as  newsletters,  booklets,  and  fact  sheets  bring  information  directly  to  those 
who  need  it.

The  Committee’s  comments  and  recommendations  on  all  articles  and  budgets  are  published  in 
the  Advisory  Committee  booklet  available  prior  to  each  Town  Meeting. 

The  Advisory  Committee  also  oversees  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Town’s  Reserve  Fund 
($90,000  annually).  Such  transfers  are  for  extraordinary  and  unforeseen  expenses  incurred  by  the 
Town  and  can  be  executed  without  calling  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  serve  as  liaisons  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School 
Committee,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee,  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee,  the  Financial  Forecasting  Committee,  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Street  Acceptance 
Committee  and  the  Waterways  Commission. 

The  success  of  this  Committee  as  well  as  other  Town  committees  relies  on  the  contribution  and 
dedication  of  its  members.  This  year  we  were  pleased  to  add  as  new  members:  Frank  Judge  and 
Lincoln  Heineman  who  have  each  made  significant  contributions  to  the  process  as  well  as  Jean 
Martin,  who  acts  as  our  recording  Secretary.  We  have  been  short  two  (2)  members  for  the  year. 
The  hard  work  and  effort  by  the  current  Committee  is  very  much  appreciated,  especially  in  these 
challenging  economic  times. 

A  special  note  of  thanks  is  offered  to  Scott  Roberts,  Lisa  Halbower  Fenton,  Constantine 
Constantinides  and  Karen  Connolly  all  of  whom  concluded  their  terms,  in  some  cases  multiple 
terms,  in  2010.

The  Inspections  Department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State  Building  Code,  the  Gas 
and  Plumbing  Code,  the  Electrical  Code,  Weights  and  Measures  regulations,  State  Disabilities 
regulations,  FEMA  floodplain  regulations  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaws.  During  the 
year  2010,  604  building  permits  were  issued  representing  over  23  million  dollars  of  construction 
work  in  Scituate. 

All  places  of  public  assembly  including  schools,  churches,  daycare  centers,  nursing 
homes,  restaurants  and  private  clubs  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  to  ensure  compliance  with 
public  safety  regulations.  In  addition,  over  100  business  establishments  licensed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  are  inspected  annually  for  life-safety  Code  compliance. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  serving  the  citizens  of  Scituate  and  the  volunteer  Town  Boards 
throughout  the  year.

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HARBORMASTER 


The  Harbormaster  is  the  managing  authority  over  Scituate  Waterways.  He  has  one  full-time 
assistant  and  one  business  manager,  who  provide  operational  and  administrative  support.  He 
manages  fourteen  seasonal  assistants  who  conduct  patrols,  search  and  rescue  missions,  enforce 
MGL  CH90B  and  local  ordinances,  provide  security  for,  and  maintain  all  Town  owned  maritime 
facilities. 

The  Harbormaster  has  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  operation,  planning  and  administration  of 
the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund.  He  provides  fiscal  and  operational  management  of  the 
municipal  marinas,  the  commercial  fish  pier  and  oversees  the  allocation  of  moorings.  He  is 
responsible  for  the  collection  of  fees  for  moorings,  slips,  dinghies,  permits,  and  tie-ups. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year,  thirty  slips  were  added  to  the  marina  at  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  and  a 
fairway  was  established  connecting  marina  and  boatyard  to  the  federal  channel. 

In  June  the  restoration  of  the  shell  fish  beds  in  the  North  River  continued.  Once  again 
collaboration  between  Marshfield  and  Scituate,  with  volunteers  from  both  towns,  saw  two 
hundred  bushels  of  hard  shell  clams  transplanted  into  tidal  flats  of  the  North  River.  In  December 
after  tests  from  the  state  came  back  favorably,  the  shellfish  beds  were  opened  for  harvesting. 

The  Scituate  Maritime  Center  enjoyed  its  first  full  season  of  operation  and  in  August  hosted  a 
week  long  program  for  a  group  of  very  special  athletes.  The  Town  of  Scituate’ s  Recreation 
Department  and  Harbormaster  joined  the  C.O.R.S.E.  Foundation  and  Access  Sports  America  to 
sponsor  “Maritime  Adventures”.  Forty  students,  many  of  whom  had  never  participated  in  any 
kind  of  water  sport,  experienced  the  thrill  of  sailing,  windsurfing,  paddle  boarding  and  canoeing. 
The  program  inspired  higher  function  and  fitness  for  children  and  adults  of  all  disabilities 
through  high-challenge  sports. 

In  April  and  November,  The  Harbormaster’s  Office  continued  it’s  highly  successful  Safe 
Boating  Course  for  Beginners  in  cooperation  with  the  Scituate  Recreation  Department  and  the 
Massachusetts  Environmental  Police.  Both  classes  were  filled  to  capacity  and  this  program  has 
been  added  as  a  permanent  element  of  our  training  and  education  goals  and  objectives. 

2010  ended  on  a  sad  note  when  former  Assistant  Harbormaster  Charles  P.  Patterson  died  in 
December.  Charlie  will  be  greatly  missed  and  fondly  remembered  by  all  who  came  to  know  his 
distinctive  voice  on  the  radio,  or  his  warm  smile  as  he  stood  watch  over  Scituate  Harbor  for 
twenty-three  boating  seasons. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  all  Town  Departments,  members  of  all  the  boards,  committees, 
and  in  particular  the  Waterways  Commission  for  their  support  and  assistance. 

I  especially  want  to  thank  the  entire  staff  of  the  Harbormaster’s  office,  their  dedicated  efforts 
made  boating  in  Scituate  Waterways  a  safe  and  pleasurable  experience  for  everyone.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


Clam  digging  in  Scituate  has  remained  a  winter  and  spring  activity  for  most.  Most  of  our 
softshell  clam  resources  are  in  the  North  River  and  this  area  is  only  seasonally  opened  from 
December  to  June.  The  State  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  has  only  opened  these  beds  on  a 
conditional  basis,  based  upon  historic  pollution  levels  in  the  river.  Whenever  there  is  a  large 
rainfall  event,  the  North  River  flats  are  usually  affected  by  the  lowered  salinity  and  increased 
fecal  coliform  counts  that  accompany  the  large  rainfall  events.  Clammers  in  the  winter  and 
spring  months  should  be  wary  of  closures  after  such  events.  These  closures  will  be  posted  at 
Conservation  Park  on  the  Driftway  and  on  the  town’s  internet  site. 

This  past  June,  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mark  Patterson  and  Dave  Dauphinee,  the  town  acquired 
100  bushels  of  contaminated  quahogs  to  relay  in  the  North  River.  As  of  December,  the  DMF 
found  that  these  shellfish  had  purified  themselves  sufficiently  to  be  harvested.  Hopefully,  this 
effort  will  provide  an  additional  resource  to  our  softshell  clam  population  in  the  future. 

A  reminder  that  clamming  licenses  are  only  available  at  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.

The  Waterways  Commission  meets  monthly,  in  collaboration  with  the  Harbormaster,  to  discuss 
initiatives,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  improve  our  waterways.  We 
focus  on  the  needs  of  our  commercial  fleet,  recreational  boaters,  sportsmen,  and  everyone  who 
takes  advantage  of  our  natural  waterways  resources.  The  following  key  initiatives  and 
opportunities  we  addressed  this  year: 


Developed  and  Implemented  Scituate  Marine  Park  improvements: 

o  Completed  construction  phase  3  of  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  including: 

■  Finalized  plans  to  design  and  landscape  the  Scituate  Marine  Park. 

■  The  RFP  for  the  landscape  design  has  been  drafted  and  will  put  out  to  bid 
for  spring  201 1  completion. 

■  The  boatyard  lease  was  awarded  to  Scituate  Boat  Works  and  we  continue 
to  work  together  to  maximize  the  income  potential  at  the  marine  park. 

■  The  marina  expansion  has  been  completed  and  the  maximum  income  has 
been  attained  through  increased  slip  usage. 

■  The  funding  for  the  renovation  of  the  Jericho  boat  ramp  has  been  approved 
and  is  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  201 1. 

■  Funding  for  renovation  of  the  Town  Pier  is  being  pursued  and  we  hope  to 
have  funding  in  2011. 


o  Scituate  Maritime  Center: 

■  Continued  to  raise  funds  to  maintain  and  improve  the  Scituate  Maritime 
Center. 

■  The  Scituate  Maritime  Center  Foundation  has  been  established  to  oversee 
the  recreational  use  and  the  functions  available  to  the  public. 


We  are  very  appreciative  of  all  the  volunteers,  individual  contributors,  and  corporate  sponsors 
who  have  supported  this  true  community  effort  in  developing  the  Scituate  Maritime  Center.  We 
believe  this  has  become  the  centerpiece  of  our  Harbor  to  be  used  and  enjoyed  by  everyone 
visiting  it. 

•  Ongoing  education  and  awareness  of  the  No  Discharge  Zone  designation  approved  by  the 
EPA,  for  all  Scituate  coastal  waterways. 

•  Continued  to  improve  the  importance  of  Scituate  waterways  at  the  state  and  regional 
level. 


•  The  Harbor  Management  Plan  has  been  approved  and  forwarded  for  further  review  from 
involved  town  boards. 

•  Reviewed  dock,  marina,  and  mooring  requests  in  the  South  River  and  Scituate  Harbor. 
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We  look  forward  to  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  ongoing  waterway  opportunities 
and  issues.  As  always,  we  welcome  your  participation  at  our  monthly  meetings.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are  pleased  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2010. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  and  is  now 
composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in 
Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a  way  of 
organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control 
professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  2010  season  began  with  a  high  water  table  and  above  average  spring  rain  fall. 
Plymouth  County  was  declared  a  federal  disaster  area  because  of  the  spring  flooding  in  March 
and  April.  As  we  expected  the  initial  requests  for  spraying  were  numerous  but  we  were  prepared 
for  a  busy  season,  not  knowing  it  was  going  to  be  the  worst  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE) 
threat  in  100  years.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood. 
Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  were  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective 
bacterial  agent.  Over  11,000  acres  were  aerial  lavicided  using  the  Project  plane.  Upon 
emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began  on  June  3, 
2010  and  ended  on  September  18,  2010.  The  Project  responded  to  16,641  spray  requests  for 
service  from  residents. 


In  response  to  the  continued  threat  of  mosquito  borne  diseases  in  the  district,  we 
increased  our  surveillance  trapping,  aerial  and  ground  larviciding,  and  adult  spray  in  areas  of 
concern  to  protect  public  health. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE)  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird 
biting  species,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  in  Lakeville  on  July  12,  2010. 
Of  the  season’s  total  of  54  EEE  isolates,  were  trapped  in  Plymouth  County  as  follows:

Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  “Vector 
Control  Plan  to  Prevent  EEE”  in  Massachusetts,  ten  Plymouth  County  towns  were  elevated  from 
“Low  Level  ”  or  “Moderate  Level’  for  EEE  Risk”  category  to  “High  Level”  EEE  risk  category. 
All  other  towns  in  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Project  remained  in  the  “Low  Level  Risk” 
category.  An  aerial  intervention  was  needed  to  effectively  reduce  human  biting  bridge  vector 
mosquitoes  as  well  as  enzootic  transmission  of  EEE.  Governor  Patrick,  announced  aerial 
spraying  would  take  place  on  August  4,  5,  &  6,  2010  in  southeastern  Ma.  Communities  sprayed 
within  the  district  included  Lakeville,  Bridgewater,  Carver,  East  Bridgewater,  Halifax,  Hanson, 
Pembroke,  Duxbury,  Kingston,  Plympton,  Middleboro,  Rochester  and  Mattapoisett  to  help 
prevent  further  spread  of  EEE  infected  mosquitoes.  In  2010  there  were  two  human  cases,  one 
lived  within  the  county  the  other  traveled  within  the  county.  Two  horses  died  as  a  result  of 
contracting  EEEV  in  Plymouth  County. 

West  Nile  Virus  was  also  found  within  the  district.  A  total  of  four  isolations  of  WNV 
mosquitoes  were  found.  Culex  pipiens  bird  biters  were  trapped  in  Halifax  on  6/30,  and  Brockton 
on  8/1 1  and  Culiseta  melanura  in  Plympton  on  9/1  and  Lakeville  on  9/20  .  We  are  also  pleased 
to  report  that  in  2010  that  there  were  no  human  or  horse  West  Nile  Virus  cases  in  Plymouth 
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County.  As  part  of  our  West  Nile  Virus  control  strategy  a  total  of  59,251  catch  basins  were 
treated  with  larvicide  in  all  of  our  towns  to  prevent  West  Nile  Virus  (WNV). 

The  public  health  problem  of  EEE  and  WNV  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between 
the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project,  local  Boards  of  Health  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health.  In  an  effort  to  keep  the  public  informed,  EEE  and  WNV  activity 
updates  are  regularly  posted  on  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  website  at 
www.state.ma.us/dph/wnv/wnv  1  ,htm. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While  mosquitoes  do  not 
respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have 
had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  1,095  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  sprayers  for 
control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes 
reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  June  and  the  last  in  September. 

During  the  summer  1,208  catch  basins  were  treated  to  prevent  the  emergence  of  Culex 
pipiens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can  be 
found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors 
continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature 
mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a  total  of  1 23  inspections  were  made  to  catalogued  breeding 
sites. 


Water  Management.  During  2010  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other 
obstructions  from  210  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that 
can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often 
carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  5,435  linear  feet  of  saltmarsh  ditch  was  reconstructed  in  Scituate 
using  the  Project’s  track  driven  excavator. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  which  is  the  time  between  notice  of  a 
mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time  in  the 
Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  three  days  with  more  than  279  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  Our  surveillance  showed  that  the  dominant  mosquitoes  throughout  the 
district  was  generally  Culiseta  melanura  and  Coquillettidia perturbans. 

In  the  Town  of  Scituate  the  three  most  common  mosquitoes  were  Cs.  melanura,  Ae.  cinereus  and 
Ur.  saphirina.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  forty-nine  men  and  women  who  are  members  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  have  one 
common  Goal:  Provide  cost-effective  services  to  the  residents  of  Scituate.  These  team  members 
are  organized  into  the  following  divisions: 

The  Htehwav  and  Grounds  Division  is  led  by  Superintendent  Mike  Breen.  The  members  of 
this  division  pave,  patch,  paint,  plow,  sand  and  sweep  over  100  miles  of  public  roads  in  Scituate, 
plus  they  maintain  all  playing  fields,  playgrounds,  parks,  roadsides,  the  Town  forest,  and  two 
public  cemeteries.  In  2010,  Mike  and  his  18-person  team  completely  rebuilt  Hatherly  Road  from 
Gannet  Road  northward,  Beaver  Dam  from  Tilden  to  the  tracks,  Henry  Turner  Bailey,  and  a 
portion  of  Greenfield  Lane.  In  addition,  they  installed  or  repaired  over  1500  feet  of  new 
drainage,  improved  the  culvert  on  Beaver  Dam,  and  repaired  or  rebuilt  67  catch  basins  across  the 
Town.  The  Division  responded  to  108  emergency  calls  for  sinkholes,  accident  clean-ups,  traffic 
light  failures,  water  breaks,  downed  trees,  power  outages,  and  carcass  removal.  The  crews  made 
sure  that  the  parks  and  cemeteries  looked  good  for  Memorial  Day  and  numerous  other  special 
public  events  throughout  the  year.  When  the  snow  began  to  fall  on  December  3,  2009,  the 
plowing  and  sanding  crews  went  into  action.  Five  snow  storms,  eighteen  major  icing  events  and 
3,920  tons  of  sand  and  salt  later,  the  folks  who  work  through  the  dark,  cold  nights  of  winter  to 
maintain  our  streets  were  exhausted!  (In  November  George  Cook  joined  the  Highway  and 
Grounds  Division.) 

The  Engineering  Division  led  by  Town  Engineer  Kevin  Cafferty  provides  technical  engineering 
and  project  management  services  for  the  DPW  and  various  Town  boards  and  committees. 
During  2010  the  Division  (a)  started  water  system  upgrades  on  Tilden  Road,  Stockbridge  Road 
and  Hollett  Street,  (b)  completed  seawall  improvements  and  repairs  on  Surfside  Road,  Rebecca 
Road  and  in  sections  of  Humarock,  (c)  completed  bike  and  walking  trails  along  the  Driftway  and 
Gannet  Road,  (d)  applied  for  and  received  $100,000  in  grants  for  seawall  improvements,  (e) 
started  an  I/I  (Inflow  and  Infiltration)  engineering  study  with  the  Sewer  Department,  (I) 
completed  the  Rosa’s  Lane  Sewer  Project,  and  (g)  continued  working  on  the  design  of  the 
Musquashicut  Pond  Sewer  and  Water  Project.  The  Division  has  reinitiated  the  Street  Acceptance 
process  to  aid  residents  who  want  to  upgrade  their  private  ways  for  Town  Meeting  acceptance. 
(Two  new  engineers,  Sean  McCarthy  and  Dan  Smith  joined  the  Division  late  in  the  year, 
bringing  many  years  of  experience  and  engineering  skills.) 

The  Water  Division,  led  by  new  Superintendent  Jim  DeBarros,  has  the  mission  to  (a)  deliver 
fresh,  tasty  water  at  40  psi  to  every  household  in  Scituate,  (b)  provide  accurate,  timely  bills,  and 
(c)  meet  future  growth  needs  by  investing  in  water  sources,  infrastructure  and  conservation. 
During  2010  the  Division  delivered  592  million  gallons  of  water  to  customers  in  Scituate:  54% 
drawn  from  wells,  38%  processed  from  surface  water  and  7%  purchased  from  Marshfield  for 
Humarock  residents.  Twenty-one  new  homes  and  three  municipal  buildings  were  added  to  the 
water  system,  123  leaks  were  repaired,  5,460  customer  service  calls  were  answered  and  nearly 
three  miles  of  aged  water  mains  were  being  rehabilitated  along  Hollett  Street,  Country  Way, 
Tilden  Road,  Rosa’s  Lane,  Caimslea,  Newfield  and  Stockbridge  Road.  The  elimination  of  rust- 
colored  water  issues  remains  our  #1  improvement  priority,  and  the  Division  implemented  an 
aggressive  water  main  flushing  program  in  the  spring  to  supplement  the  program  of  upgrading 
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the  old  water  mains  through-out  Town.  (Three  new  employees  have  joined  the  Water  Division 
this  year:  Eric  Langlan  joined  as  a  Treatment  Plant  Operator,  Rick  Mosca  joined  as  the  new 
Chief  Plant  Operator,  and  Pete  O’Halloran  joined  the  distribution  end  of  the  Division  as  an 
Equipment  Operator.) 

The  Transfer  Station,  led  by  Town  Engineer  Kevin  Cafferty,  is  focused  on  a  dual  mission  of  (a) 
managing  the  disposal  of  household  waste  in  a  responsible,  cost  effective  manner  and  (b) 
continuing  to  improve  our  Town’s  reputation  as  a  leader  in  recycling.  In  2010,  the  Transfer 
Station  sent  3,440  tons  of  Blue  Bags  to  the  “waste-to-energy”  burner  at  SEMASS,  2,193  tons  of 
bulky  waste  to  New  England  Recycling  in  Taunton  and  over  1,964  tons  of  paper,  plastic,  glass, 
and  metal  to  be  recycled.  In  addition,  the  Station  helped  citizens  responsibly  dispose  of  8,536 
feet  of  fluorescent  bulbs,  4,000  TVs,  154  gallons  of  motor  oil,  375  mattresses,  576  propane 
tanks,  352  tires,  and  2,172  pounds  of  batteries.  (Pat  Kelly  joined  the  Transfer  Station  team  as  a 
full  time  employee  in  the  summer.) 

The  Sewer  Division’s  mission  is  to  (a)  manage  the  cost-effective  treatment  of  wastewater  from 
the  currently  connected  residences  and  (b)  expand  the  capacity  of  the  treatment  plant  by 
eliminating  the  sources  of  ground  water  entering  the  system.  Superintendent  Bob  Rowland  and 
his  crew  of  7  people  manage  the  24/7  operations  to  meet  all  the  stringent  regulatory 
requirements.  In  2010  the  Sewer  Division  treated  459  million  gallons  of  wastewater  and 
removed  2.4  million  pounds  of  sludge  cake.  During  the  year  the  Division  connected  18 
additional  residences,  cleaned  over  1,825  feet  of  sewer  mains,  inspected  48  manholes  and 
completed  new  sewer  construction  in  the  Rosa’s  Lane  area.  The  Division  has  ramped-up  the 
work  to  reduce  the  leakage  of  ground  and  surface  water  into  the  sewer  system  (“I&I”  reduction.) 
The  outside  engineering  firm  hired  to  help  with  this  work  has  conducted  150  house  inspections 
looking  for  connection  of  storm  drains  and  sump  pumps  to  eliminate  this  source  of  illegal  inflow, 
as  well.  (New  employee  Howard  Tufts  joined  the  Division  in  the  fall.) 

Renewable  Energy:  The  Scituate  wind  turbine  project  obtained  all  necessary  permits  and  pre¬ 
construction  work  started  in  October.  The  turbine  will  be  delivered  and  installed  in  mid-July 
2011.  Beginning  in  September  the  turbine  will  produce  50%  of  the  Town’s  municipal  power 
requirements.  The  Renewable  Energy  Committee  and  the  DPW  launched  a  search  for  a  solar 
energy  partner  and  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that  a  2.4  megawatt  solar  array  be  constructed 
on  the  closed  Driftway  landfill.  Contract  negotiations  are  underway  with  the  developer  to  build 
an  array  that  will  provide  an  additional  30%  of  the  Town  municipal  power  load. 

Departures;  Four  members  of  the  Public  Works  team  retired  during  2010.  Water 
Superintendent  Eugene  Babin  retired  in  February  after  serving  the  Town  for  10  years  as  Water 
Superintendent.  Dan  Lydon  retired  in  May  from  the  Engineering  Division  where  he  was  an 
important  member  of  the  team  for  32  years.  Transfer  Station  employee  Steve  Blair  retired  in 
August  after  serving  the  Town  in  numerous  capacities  over  23  years.  Jim  Montanari  retired  in 
April  from  the  Engineering  Division  after  36  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  All  of  these  men 
were  dedicated  to  serving  the  Scituate  residents,  and  we  wish  them  the  best  in  their  “new 
assignments.”  On  a  sad  note,  long-time  employee  Robert  Sylvester  passed  away  in  August. 
He  was  a  valued  and  contributing  member  of  our  Water  Division.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Despite  a  struggling  economy  and  reduced  resources  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  the 
Scituate  Public  Schools  continue  to  be  a  highly  successful  system  and  a  source  of  pride  for  our 
town.  Our  schools  succeed  because  of  the  strong  partnership  between  parents,  school 
administration  and  our  outstanding  staff  of  dedicated  and  talented  teachers  and  professionals  who 
all  work  tirelessly  for  the  children  of  Scituate.  We  are  fortunate  to  be  led  by  our  outstanding  new 
Superintendent,  Susan  Martin. 

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  that  additional  funds  for  education  have  been  received  through 
the  Federal  Jobs  Bill  passed  in  August,  2010.  These  funds  have  been  put  aside  to  offset  reduced 
state  aid  for  school  year  2011-2012.  The  School  Committee  is  also  pleased  to  report  that 
Scituate  was  awarded  a  state  grant  to  construct  sidewalks  in  the  Hatherly  School  district  which 
will  allow  many  children  to  walk  safely  to  school.  Scituate  is  also  the  recipient  of  a  Carol  White 
Physical  Education  Program  Grant  in  excess  of  $700,000  over  two  years  which  will  be  used  to 
improve  our  physical  education  curriculum  and  improve  student  health.  Our  Superintendent, 
Susan  Martin,  Business  Director  Paul  Donlan  and  School  Committee  Member  Bill  Johnston 
deserve  our  deep  appreciation  for  their  tireless  work  to  bring  back  to  Scituate  $983,000  from  the 
state’s  school  building  assistance  fund  for  the  Wampatuck  Phase  I  and  Gates  Phase  I  work. 
These  funds  will  offset  bonds  issued  for  this  work  and  will  give  the  town  a  stronger  bond 
position  in  the  future.  The  School  Building  Assistance  program  has  also  awarded  Scituate 
additional  funds  for  the  Wampatuck  Phase  II  program  which  will  be  completed  in  September, 
2011.  Our  schools  could  not  survive  without  these  types  of  efforts  to  augment  the  support  of  the 
Scituate  taxpayers,  and  the  many  business,  civic  and  parent  groups  that  generously  support  the 
education  of  our  children. 

As  we  move  forward,  the  School  Committee  will  support  Phase  II  of  its  Five-Year 
Accountability  Plan,  support  our  administrators’  efforts  to  be  ready  for  Common  Core,  and 
continue  to  support  Scituate’s  new  anti-bullying  policy.  The  School  Committee  will  also  work 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  working  towards  a  plan  for  the  future  of  all  public  buildings 
within  the  town,  including  our  schools,  and  especially  the  Gates  School. 

Our  town  and  school  system  sadly  lost  life-long  resident  and  Gates  School  Principal  Dick  Blake 
who  is  and  will  be  deeply  missed.  Longtime  Elementary  Principal  Jackie  White,  Special

and  leave  a  legacy  of  dedication  and  service  to  the  children  of  Scituate. 

While  a  difficult  economy  will  continue  to  affect  our  country,  state  and  town,  the  School 
Committee  pledges  to  be  open,  honest  and  mindful  that  we  represents  all  citizens  of  Scituate,  but 
especially  our  children  who  must  remain  each  citizen’s  foremost  fiscal  and  moral  responsibility.

Scituate  Schools  is  a  system  which  blends  a  rich  tradition  of  excellence  with  great 
optimism  for  the  future  in  a  town  that  values  children,  education  and  public  schools.  Scituate  is 
already  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  public  school  systems  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools'  success  is  directly  connected  to  a  dedicated  and  talented  staff, 
active  and  strong  parental  involvement,  and  a  supportive  and  generous  community.  The  Scituate 
Public  Schools  values  a  system  of  continuous  improvement  that  is  evident  in  every  aspect  of  its 
work  in  order  to  become  a  center  of  educational  excellence. 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  are  committed  to  providing  a  challenging  curriculum,  skilled 
instruction,  and  a  learning  environment  that  responds  to  individual  student  academic  needs.  Our 
work  is  guided  by  research  and  the  belief  that  every  student  is  capable  of  attaining  high  levels  of 
educational  achievement  in  preparation  for  meeting  the  rigorous  demands  of  the  twenty-first 
century. 

I  am  fortunate  to  be  part  of  a  professional  learning  community  that  approaches  its  work  with 
optimism  and  a  tremendous  sense  of  possibility.  I  lead  a  team  of  dedicated  administrators, 
talented  teachers  and  committed  support  staff,  involved  families  and  supportive  community 
members,  a  dedicated  School  Committee  working  in  partnership  to  strengthen  educational 
excellence  for  all  our  students. 

The  2009-2010  academic  year  marked  the  continuation  of  the  second  part  of  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools  Accountability  Plan.  The  four  major  goals  of  the  plan  include  a  commitment  to  inquiry- 
based  learning  and  a  high  level  of  rigor  throughout  our  educational  program  and  maintaining  our 
commitment  to  the  five-year  curriculum  cycle.  As  a  district,  we  continue  to  work  to  strengthen 
our  caring  environment  that  supports  the  wellness,  health  and  safety  of  all  Scituate  Public 
Schools  stakeholders.  It  is  critical  that  we  develop  and  support  innovative  programs  in  our 
schools  and  build  technology  skills  for  life  and  work  in  the  21st  century.  Our  fourth  goal  focuses 
on  increasing  and  improving  communication  and  collaboration  with  our  colleagues,  students, 
parents  and  community  members. 

The  Scituate  Public  School  district  is  high  performing  with  high  standards  and  expectations. 
Administrators,  staff,  students  and  families  will  be  asked  to  commit  to  the  highest  standards  of 
our  mission  and  profession,  and  to  challenge  themselves  to  instill  the  best  practices  in  their  daily 
teaching  and  learning. 
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During  the  2009-2010  school  year,  we  continued  several  initiatives.  In  the  area  of  student 
learning,  the  Scituate  administrators  and  teachers  are  working  on  district  wide  periodic 
assessments  for  students  in  various  content  areas  and  communicating  the  results  to  parents.  The 
schools  are  following  the  achievement  of  goals  as  outlined  in  their  School  Improvement  Plans. 
Our  focus  is  on  increasing  student  achievement  as  measured  by  state  and  local  assessments. 

In  the  area  of  facilities,  a  number  of  projects  are  underway  with  significant  progress  being  made. 
The  Scituate  Public  Schools  are  working  collaboratively  with  the  Massachusetts  School  Building 
Authority  on  the  Wampatuck  Elementary  School  Project.  The  Wampatuck  Elementary  School 
project  has  moved  along  in  the  MSBA  approval  process  with  an  architect  and  OPM  hired  to 
oversee  the  process.  The  school  department  is  looking  for  this  project  to  be  completed  in  the 
summer  of  201 1. In  addition  to  the  Wampatuck  project,  the  Gates  Intermediate  School  statement 
of  interest  is  in  the  planning  stage  of  the  MSBA  pipeline. 

In  the  area  of  business  and  finance,  unfortunately,  the  news  is  difficult.  The  state  has  reported 
that  revenues  are  down  for  this  fiscal  year  and  local  aid  may  be  cut.  As  such,  our  revenue 
situation  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  challenging  and  with  an  ever-increasing  financial  burden 
put  upon  our  community,  a  careful  balance  between  fiscal  discipline  and  the  need  to  invest  in  our 
future  will  be  required.  The  2012  Committee  was  formed  with  representatives  from  the  school 
and  town.  The  committee  met  once  a  week  in  the  summer  of  2010  and  throughout  the  fall  to 
work  on  the  anticipated  budget  issues  for  FY12. 

Another  extremely  difficult  time  for  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  occurred  in  the  spring  of  2010. 
Gates  Intermediate  School  lost  their  beloved  Principal,  Mr.  Richard  Blake,  in  a  tragic  car 
accident.  Dick  served  the  school  and  town  in  many  capacities.  The  loss  of  Dick  significantly 
impacted  the  schools  and  the  community.  The  Gates  staff  and  students  bonded  together  and 
supported  each  other  while  planning  a  ceremony  honoring  Dick  and  remembering  him  and  his 
many  contributions  to  his  school  and  his  town. 

Several  committees  continued  their  work  in  2009-2010.  These  include  our  Technology 
Committee,  the  Anti-Bullying  Committee,  and  the  Safety  and  Security  Committee.  The  Study 
Skills  Committee  began  in  early  2010  focusing  on  study  skills  and  homework  help. 

The  Anti-Bullying  steering  committee  worked  on  completing  an  Anti  Bullying  Intervention  plan 
that  was  successfully  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education. 
Scituate  High  School  and  Gates  Intermediate  School  held  assemblies  with  “Rachel’s  Challenge” 
as  the  focal  point.  The  four  elementary  schools  are  using  the  “Power  of  One”.  In  the  future, 
professional  development  activities  will  occur  to  provide  staff  training.  The  schools  will  also 
continue  to  work  on  system-  wide  curriculum  development  in  this  area. 

In  the  Superintendent’s  office,  we  are  working  on  improving  communication  to  parents, 
teachers,  and  everyone  in  the  Scituate  community.  Our  communications  liaison  keeps  the 
website  up  to  date,  sends  out  email  blasts,  posts  newsletters,  and  minutes  and  agendas  to  various 
meetings.  Our  goal  is  for  continuous  improvement  and  we  work  on  methods  to  increase  and 
improve  our  communications. 
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The  Safety  and  Security  Committee  was  formed  early  in  the  summer  of  2009  and  meets  on  a 
regular  basis.  The  group  has  updated  the  Crisis  Intervention  Manuals  as  well  as  developed  a 
priority  list  of  tasks  that  needed  to  be  completed  at  each  of  the  schools  including  building  issues, 
traffic  patterns,  and  effective  ways  to  handle  various  emergency  situations.  The  Scituate  Public 
Schools  has  also  enjoyed  a  collaborative  relationship  with  the  Scituate  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  who  are  active  members  of  the  Safety  team. 

We  are  truly  grateful  for  the  many  resources  we  have  in  Scituate.  We  have  highly  qualified, 
knowledgeable  and  dedicated  staff  members  who  are  committed  to  excellence  and  empowered  to 
make  a  difference  for  kids  in  their  daily  work;  we  have  incredibly  broad  levels  of  achievement 
from  our  students  in  academics,  to  the  fine  arts,  to  our  athletics  programs;  we  have  caring  and 
supportive  parents  and  community  members  who  take  pride  in  the  quality  of  our  school  district; 
we  have  a  wonderful  tapestry  of  diversity  that  provides  our  students  with  the  experiences 
necessary  to  become  successful  in  a  diverse  and  changing  world;  we  have  a  collaborative 
employee  and  community  relations  culture  that  allows  school,  town,  and  association  leaders  to 
work  together  for  the  benefit  of  our  children.  Scituate  Public  Schools  continues  to  be  a  school 
system  of  excellence. 

It  is  an  honor  and  a  professional  privilege  to  serve  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools.

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CURRICULUM 


2010  was  a  year  of  change  with  the  adoption  in  July  of  the  Common  Core  for  Math  and 
ELA.  The  Scituate  Public  Schools  has  worked  very  diligently  over  the  preceding  five  years  to 
update  our  PreK-12  English  Language  Arts  and  mathematics  curricula,  and  we  are  confident  that 
the  new  standards  will  provide  a  new  focus  to  us  rather  than  a  new  distraction.  The  Scituate 
Schools  uses  a  five  year  curriculum  review  cycle  to  monitor  and  revise  our  curriculum  on  a 
continuous  basis.  Our  goal  in  beginning  to  delve  into  the  Common  Core  is  that  any  revisions  to 
our  ELA  and  mathematics  curriculum  will  fit  into  the  normal  process  of  curriculum  review  and 
will  strengthen  our  efforts  toward  continuing  excellence  in  curriculum,  instruction  and 
assessment.  The  common  core  is  a  change  in  that  it  is  a  move  toward  national  standards  and  a 
more  national  textbook  market.  Many  of  the  changes  address  concerns  we  have  with  the  current 
Frameworks.  At  the  elementary  level,  the  revised  ELA  standards  add  topics  such  as 
abbreviations  and  language  on  cursive  handwriting,  and  at  the  secondary  level,  new  standards 
have  been  added  that  focus  on  poetry,  drama  and  literary  genres.  The  revised  mathematics 
standards  provide  a  greater  emphasis  on  mastering  fundamentals  in  grades  K-8,  along  with  a 
greater  focus  overall  on  college  and  career  readiness  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  timeline  for  the  Common  Core  implementation  is  as  follows:  In  July  2010,  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  adopted  the  Common  Core 
Standards  in  English  Language  Arts  (ELA)  and  Mathematics.  The  Common  Core  allows  the 
state  of  Massachusetts  to  add  a  small  number  of  additional  standards  that  may  be  unique  to 
Massachusetts.  The  process  of  selecting  and  refining  the  additional  standards  that  Massachusetts 
will  add  to  the  Common  Core  in  order  to  create  new  Massachusetts  Math  and  ELA  Frameworks 
took  place  in  the  fall  of  2010.  Fifteen  percent  of  the  new  Frameworks  will  be  unique  to 
Massachusetts,  and  the  remaining  standards  will  be  in  common  across  most  of  the  country.  The 
new  Massachusetts  Frameworks  for  ELA  and  Math  were  finalized  at  the  end  of  December  2010. 

The  focus  of  the  2011-12  school  year  will  be  alignment  of  curriculum  with  the  new 
standards,  along  with  the  identification  and  potential  piloting  of  any  materials  we  may  need  to 
implement  the  standards.  Our  professional  development  during  this  year  will  focus  heavily  on 
implementing  the  new  Frameworks.  We  are  anticipating  that  new  assessments  related  to  the 
Common  Core  will  be  fully  implemented  in  2014-15.  At  this  point  the  current  MCAS  will  be 
phased  out.  The  new  assessments  will  include  Gr.  3-8  ELA  and  mathematics  assessments,  along 
with  one  high  school  level  test  for  each  content  area.  The  Scituate  Common  Core  Study 
Committee  will  devote  time  to  consideration  of  how  the  new  assessments  will  change  our  current 
practice.  As  there  is  a  lot  of  fluctuation  at  this  point,  there  are  still  many  questions  about  what 
these  assessments  will  look  like  and  how  they  will  tie  into  current  requirements  of  No  Child  Left 
Behind  and  Adequate  Yearly  Progress. 

MCAS 

Results  for  the  Scituate  Schools  on  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
System  (MCAS)  showed  continued  improvement  as  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  continues  to 
implement  standards  based  curriculum  that  is  closely  aligned  to  the  state’s  Curriculum 
Frameworks.  Scores  continue  to  be  high  at  the  high  school  level.  On  the  tenth  grade  math 
assessment,  77%  of  Scituate  High  students  achieved  an  Advanced  Score.  This  compares  to  a 
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state  average  of  only  50%.  The  math  curriculum  has  been  continuously  refined  and  the  efforts 
of  both  teachers  and  administrators  is  reflected  in  this  achievement.  The  increase  in  students 
achieving  at  the  Advanced  Level  is  a  reflection  of  efforts  to  push  students  achieving  at  the 
Proficient  Level  to  develop  further  their  skills  to  perform  at  an  even  high  level.  At  the  high 
school  level,  scores  on  both  ELA  and  Science  are  both  very  high,  with  80%  or  higher  of  the 
students  taking  these  tests  performing  at  the  Proficient  or  Advanced  level. 

An  area  of  continued  concern  was  the  performance  of  special  education  and  low  income 
subgroups  at  Gates  Intermediate  School.  Student  scores  are  presented  both  in  the  aggregate  for 
the  total  population  and  in  subgroups  for  smaller  groups.  Students  in  both  the  aggregate  and 
subgroups  are  expected  to  meet  certain  benchmarks  each  year  under  the  stipulations  of  No  Child 
Left  Behind.  This  year,  Gates  Intermediate  School  is  Needs  Improvement  -  Year  Two  based  on 
the  lack  of  progress  students  made  in  meeting  anticipated  benchmarks  for  the  subgroup  of  special 
education  and  low  income  students  who  took  the  math  assessment. 

Both  Gates  Intermediate  School  and  the  Scituate  Schools  as  a  district  were  disappointed 
with  the  results  for  Math  subgroups  at  Gates.  Teachers  at  Gates  Intermediate  School  took  part  in 
professional  development  last  year  and  implemented  intervention  strategies  to  address  identified 
concerns.  Results  from  this  focus  were  evident  in  an  increase  in  the  overall,  or  aggregate,  math 
score,  which  increased  sufficiently  so  that  the  school  made  AYP  in  math  at  the  aggregate  level. 

Teachers  from  Gates  continued  to  take  a  critical  look  at  strategies  introduced  during  the 
first  year  of  AYP  status  to  identify  where  greater  success  might  have  been  obtained.  Consultants 
were  providing  continued  support  to  identify  areas  where  special  education  and  math  and  ELA 
content  teachers  might  work  together  more  closely.  A  key  strategy  has  been  the  introduction  of  a 
new  support  class  for  both  ELA  and  Math  that  is  dedicated  to  building  literacy  in  English 
Language  Arts  and  Mathematics.  The  support  class  is  in  addition  to  the  full  year  math  and  ELA 
class  for  middle  school  students  and  seeks  to  provide  review  in  core  skills  and  content  for  those 
students  who  are  most  at  risk. 

A  major  statewide  change  this  year  is  the  adoption  this  past  summer  of  the  Common  Core 
Standards  in  English  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics.  The  Common  Core  Standards  are 
designed  to  replace  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  with  a  set  of  core  national 
standards.  While  most  experts  agree  that  the  Common  Core  Standards  are  similar  to  the 
Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks,  there  is  still  much  discussion  and  planning  to  take  place 
in  terms  of  changes  in  the  Common  Core  Standards  that  may  be  made  to  be  more  reflective  of 
the  original  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  also  changes  to  the  MCAS  system  in  the 
coming  years. 

GRANTS 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  has  won  the  Carol  M.  White  Physical  Education  Program 
(PEP)  grant  sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  The  two-year  grant  will  provide 
the  district  close  to  $738,000  over  a  two-year  period  to  strengthen  physical  education 
programming  in  the  district  ($472,283  in  the  first  year  and  $265,696  in  the  second  year).  The 
bulk  of  the  funds  will  go  toward  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  supplies  to  enhance  the  physical 
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education  curriculum  at  all  six  schools  in  the  district.  No  personnel  will  be  hired  with  funds 
from  the  grant. 

The  major  goals  for  the  grant  include:  (1)  implementing  what  is  known  as  “New 
Physical  Education"  a  curriculum  that  promotes  lifelong  wellness  for  all  students;  (2) 
implementing  adventure  equipment,  curriculum  and  materials  to  continue  the  district’s 
implementation  of  Project  Adventure,  a  curriculum  that  emphasizes  the  role  of  team  building  in 
becoming  physically  fit;  and  (3)  utilizing  technology  to  help  students  be  aware  of  their  personal 
fitness  goals,  including  pedometers  for  all  Scituate  students  and  faculty,  as  well  as  heart  rate 
monitors  and  software  programs  to  track  progress.  While  the  grant  covers  a  brief  two-year 
period,  the  funds  from  the  grant  will  be  spent  entirely  on  equipment,  supplies  and  professional 
development,  so  they  will  have  a  life-span  well  beyond  the  grant  cycle  itself. 

The  Scituate  PEP  grant  will  allow  the  school  district  to  strengthen  existing  partnerships 
with  community  based  organizations  such  as  Scituate  Town  Recreation  and  the  South  Shore 
YMCA.  Funds  from  the  grant  will  allow  the  district  to  offer  increased  offerings  for  both  before 
and  after  school  activities  for  Scituate  students.  These  activities  will  seek  to  engage  students 
through  new  opportunities  such  as  units  on  snow-shoeing  in  the  winter  time,  and  units  on  inline 
skating  to  take  advantage  of  our  existing  infrastructure  such  as  the  skate  park  on  the  campus  of 
Scituate  High  School.  Extensive  training  and  professional  development  will  be  provided  to 
Scituate  teachers  as  well  as  aides  and  other  staff  members.  The  grant  includes  funds  to 
compensate  food  services  staff  to  improve  the  quality  of  cafeteria  offerings  are  also  included  in 
this  budget  line. 

Scituate’s  PEP  grant  will  benefit  students  and  teachers  at  all  levels  in  Scituate.  Exciting 
new  fitness  and  wellness  programs  will  be  conducted  on  a  rotating  basis  at  all  levels  in  the 
district  in  conjunction  with  Town  Recreation  and  PTO  activities.  The  programs  will  feature 
units  on  yoga  and  gymnastics,  along  with  other  topics  that  will  be  designed  to  complement  our 
physical  education  and  wellness  curriculum.  At  the  elementary  level,  funds  from  grant  will 
enable  the  district  to  purchase  horizontal  traverse  walls  for  all  four  schools  as  well  as  various 
outdoor  adventure  programming  elements.  Wii  Fit  systems  will  be  purchased  for  each 
elementary  school,  along  with  tumbling  mats  and  appropriate  storage  systems.  Finally,  at  the 
elementary  level,  Scituate’s  PEP  grant  will  fund  Peaceful  Playgrounds  (a  series  of  inclusive, 
outdoor  kits  for  recess  and  playground  activities)  to  provide  support  in  our  implementation  of  our 
new  anti-bullying  plan. 

At  the  middle  school  level,  Dance-Dance  Revolution  (DDR)  will  be  added  to  the  physical 
education  curriculum  as  a  unit  to  allow  the  school  to  cover  the  dance  component  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Curriculum  Frameworks  in  a  cohesive  way  for  the  first  time.  Gates  Intermediate  School  will 
also  receive  funds  to  install  low,  outdoor  elements  as  well  as  a  40-foot  horizontal  traverse  wall. 
The  middle  school  will  receive  a  mobile  fitness  lab,  a  cart  that  can  be  quickly  unpacked  to  set  up 
stations  for  resistance  and  cardiovascular  training. 

Scituate  High  School  will  receive  significant  fitness  equipment  through  the  grant  to 
update  all  cardiovascular  equipment  in  the  Coby  Cutler  Fitness  Center.  All  cardiovascular 
equipment  in  the  Coby  Cutler  fitness  center  will  be  replaced  with  commercial-grade 
cardiovascular  equipment,  including  treadmills,  elliptical  machines,  stairclimbers,  rowing 
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machines,  and  an  adaptive  motion  trainer.  The  existing  cardiovascular  equipment  in  the  Coby 
Cutler  fitness  center  will  be  moved  to  Gates  Intermediate  School  to  set  up  a  new  fitness  center 
for  middle  school  students  and  faculty.  The  Cutler  family  has  been  notified  about  the  district’s 
receipt  of  a  PEP  grant,  and  the  Cutlers  have  expressed  their  enthusiasm  for  this  opportunity  to 
strengthen  and  re-commit  to  their  vision  for  the  center.  The  high  school  will  also  receive  funds 
for  adventure  programming  high  indoor  elements  to  complement  the  existing  program  which  was 
first  installed  as  a  part  of  the  district’s  2007  curriculum  override. 

The  goal  of  the  Carol  M.  White  Physical  Education  grant  is  to  enable  school  districts  to 
expand  or  enhance  physical  education  programs  that  help  students  in  kindergarten  through  12th 
grade  meet  their  state  standards  for  physical  education.  The  priority  for  successful  grant 
applications  is  that  a  program  that  will  address  its  state’s  physical  education  standards  and 
develop,  expand,  or  improve  its  physical  education  program  for  students  kindergarten  through 
grade  12  by  undertaking  instruction  in  healthy  eating  habits  and  good  nutrition  and  at  one  of  the 
authorized  physical  fitness  activities.  In  announcing  the  winners  of  the  2010,  the  Office  of  Safe 
and  Drug  Free  Schools  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Education  noted  that  all  winning 
grants,  including  the  Scituate  grant,  had  met  the  grant’s  requirement  of  encouraging  the 
development  of  lifelong  healthy  habits,  improving  nutrition  and  physical  education  programming 
and  policies  in  schools  and  communities  to  prevent  obesity  and  to  decrease  the  number  of 
children  who  are  overweight  or  obese. 

New  Initiatives 

A  major  new  initiative  in  2010  was  the  new  before  and  after  school  program  that  the 
YMCA  took  over  in  fall  2010.  The  SCAMPS  program  had  ceased  to  be  economically  viable  in 
part  due  to  the  increase  in  full-day  Kindergarten  students.  The  South  Shore  YMCA  developed  a 
partnership  model  with  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  to  take  over  the  administration  of  the 
program.  As  of  the  end  of  2010,  results  have  been  very  positive.  Parents  have  been  pleased  with 
the  YMCA  staff  as  well  as  with  new  program  opportunities,  including  vacation  day  programs  in 
which  students  are  able  to  take  advantage  of  YMCA  facilities. 

The  district  also  continued  its  implementation  of  full-day  Kindergarten,  with  parents 
participating  in  the  program  based  on  a  lottery  model.  Extensive  training  has  been  provided,  and 
grant  funds  received  through  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  have  worked  to  defray  costs.  Kindergarten  teachers  have  worked  extensively  on 
refining  the  curriculum  to  fit  the  full-day  model,  and  the  team  is  also  pursuing  accreditation 
through  the  National  Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children  (NAEYC).

A  school  is  so  much  more  than  just  test  scores,  however.  At  Cushing  School,  each  and  every 
staff  member  works  diligently  along  side  our  parents  to  make  a  positive  change  not  only  in  the 
area  of  academics  but  also  with  regard  to  the  development  of  a  well-rounded  individual. 

The  following  documents  some  of  the  many  highlights  of  the  past  academic  year  at  Cushing 
School. 


•  The  2010  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  (AYP)  Data  Summary  published  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  gives  Cushing 
School  a  performance  rating  of  “very  high”  in  English  Language  Arts  as  well  as 
Mathematics. 

•  Response  to  Intervention  (Rtl)  remains  a  focus.  Specifically,  teachers  at  all  levels  have 
successfully  incorporated  intervention  strategies  within  the  classroom  setting  to  address 
individual  student  needs  with  regard  to  reading,  mathematics  and  behavior.  Reading  and 
Mathematics  Specialists  also  provide  additional  instructional  opportunities  for  students 
helping  them  along  the  path  to  mastery  of  literacy,  numeracy  and  behavioral  skills. 

•  Cushing  School’s  Cool  Cats  Program  is  tangible  evidence  of  our  commitment  to  a 
positive  behavioral  intervention  system  (PBIS),  an  integral  portion  of  Response  to 
Intervention  (a  federal  mandate).  In  our  monthly  rallies,  students  learn  about  Cushing’s 
Five  Core  Values:  Respect,  Safety,  Responsibility,  Organization  and  Friendship.  The 
Cool  Cats  Program  addresses  many  of  the  concepts  and  issues  raised  in  the  new  anti¬ 
bullying  legislation  as  we  work  to  provide  students  with  the  social  competency  skills 
they  will  need. 

•  The  Cushing  Community  Anti-Bullying  Code  of  Conduct  was  developed.  Supported  by 
our  Cool  Cats  Program,  students  received  direct  instruction  with  regard  to  what  bullying 
is,  how  to  respond  to  a  bully,  skills  for  dealing  with  bullying  and  the  need  to  report  all 
incidents  of  bullying  to  a  respected  adult.  A  formal  Bullying/Teasing  Report  was 
developed  for  use  in  our  school  as  well  as  in  the  district. 

•  The  SPS  Wellness  Policy  is  being  brought  to  life  at  Cushing  through  lessons  in 
classrooms  as  well  as  Physical  Education  Classes.  The  SPS  Wellness  Committee  also 
supported  the  Health  and  Wellness  Department  Chairperson  in  the  pursuit  of  the  PEP 
Grant  which  will  provide  many  benefits  to  our  students,  their  families  and  staff  over  the 
upcoming  years.  Additionally,  Cushing’s  participation  in  the  SPS  Health  Council  has 
lead  to  the  development  of  a  Wellness  Committee  at  Cushing  which  will  work  to 
promote  healthy  life  choices  in  staff  and  students.

•  Partnerships  with  the  Cushing  PTO  (Parent  Teacher  Organization),  S.E.A.  (Scituate 
Education  Alliance)  and  CORSE  (Community  of  Resources  for  Special  Education) 
provided  students  with  supports  such  as  enrichment  programs  and  school  assemblies, 
after  school  activity  offerings  and  professional  development  opportunities  (i.e.  Social 
Thinking  Curriculum). 

•  Home  to  a  talented  and  dedicated  staff,  Cushing  is  proud  to  be  a  school  that  welcomes 
student  teachers  and  interns  from  area  colleges.  Specifically,  under  the  leadership  of  our 
School  Psychologist,  Cushing  benefits  from  the  yearly  appointment  of  School 
Psychology  Interns  from  Northeastern  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston. 

•  Support  of  our  families  is  also  extending  to  our  school  community  through  the  services  of 
our  School  Social  Worker.  Whether  a  need  exists  to  support  a  family  through  a  difficult 
challenge,  through  counseling  sessions,  or  in  providing  social  skill  instruction  during 
lunch  bunch  meetings,  the  School  Social  Worker,  along  with  the  School  Psychologist, 
truly  help  us  complete  the  partnership  goal  between  school  and  home. 

•  Communication  between  home  and  school  was  enhanced  with  the  introduction  and  use  of 
the  AlertNow  System.  E-mail  notifications  as  well  as  phone  messages  can  now  be  sent 
to  all  Cushing  Families  keeping  them  informed  of  important  events  as  well  as  providing 
immediate  notification  when  emergency  situations  rise. 

•  Special  opportunities  for  learning  also  take  place  in  special  programs  such  as  Cushing’s 
participation  in  the  National  Geographic  Bee,  Camp  Bournedale,  our  Annual  AMAZING 
Cushing  School  Physical  Education  Field  Day  (with  over  100  parents  volunteering  their 
support  and  help  for  this  learning  opportunity),  our  school  musical,  fine  arts  programs 
such  as  Spring  for  the  Arts  and  the  “I  Am  Special  Program”,  the  Chorus  and  Band 
performances  throughout  the  year  and  the  Cushing  Cares  Program  (charity  based 
activities). 

•  Technology  advancements  using  tools  such  as  Smartboards,  classroom  amplification 
systems,  and  the  use  of  assistive  technology  options  enhance  learning  at  Cushing  School. 

•  The  YMCA  Before  and  After  School  Care  Program  has  also  provided  the  Cushing 
Community  with  a  quality  day  care  option  for  parents  who  are  on  the  road  early  in  the 
morning  to  work  and  often  sit  in  traffic  on  their  way  home  to  be  with  their  families  at 
night. 
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HATHERLY  SCHOOL 


Hatherly  School  opened  in  the  fall  of  2010  with  significant  cuts  in  our  teaching  staff  resulting  in 
increased  class  sizes  and  less  support  services,  but  Hatherly’ s  staff  stepped  up  to  the  plate  and 
delivered  the  best  instructional  experience  to  all  our  students.  In  mid  September,  2010  we  were 
told  that  our  Hatherly  students  did  wonderfully  in  their  Spring  2010  MCAS  tests.  Hatherly 
School  was  named  as  one  of  Boston  Globe’s  Highest  Performers  in  the  Grade  4  English 
Language  Arts  tests  where  we  tied  sixth  in  the  state  and  second  in  the  stated  for  our  Math  test 
results.  Our  fifth  graders  scored  in  the  top  2%  of  the  state  in  ELA  and  4%  in  Math,  9%  in 
Science.  Our  sixth  graders  were  in  the  top  5%  in  ELA  and  8%  in  Math.  All  students  in  their 
grade  levels  exceeded  the  AYP  target  growth  due  to  their  hard  work  and  dedication  with  the 
support  of  our  classroom  teachers  in  collaboration  with  our  Reading  and  Math  Specialists. 

The  2009-2010  Open  Circle  Sustainability  team  work  has  re-emphasized  social  emotional 
learning  this  year.  We  have  established  a  foundational  language  and  behavior  guideline  at 
Hatherly  and  have  Open  Circle  sessions  every  Wednesday  morning  in  all  homerooms.  This 
foundation  supports  the  positive  behaviors  that  we  work  on  in  teams  during  the  school  year  and 
is  in  alignment  with  Mrs.  Fitzmaurices’  Project  Wisdom  weekly  readings  which  are  read  every 
Wednesday  morning  during  our  morning  announcements.  These  messages  always  give  us 
something  to  ponder  for  the  day  and  discuss  during  Open  Circle.  These  messages  are  now 
podcasted  on  Hatherly’s  webpage  under  the  Principal’s  page  which  helps  to  tie  our  social 
emotional  learning  topics  to  the  home. 

It  is  the  job  of  the  Hatherly  School  staff  to  make  the  new  state  mandated  anti-bully  policy  come 
alive  and  to  help  create  a  safe  and  nurturing  learning  community.  This  caring  nature  was 
demonstrated  by  our  student  government  during  a  fundraiser  of  “Candy  Cane  Grams”  in 
December.  The  student  government  donated  the  proceeds  to  the  Scituate  Community  Christmas. 
Our  student  government  is  active  in  leading  school  wide  efforts  to  look  beyond  ourselves  and 
help  others. 

This  year  Hatherly  School  started  with  each  classroom  outfitted  with  a  LCD  projector  which  puts 
all  the  resources  of  the  internet  at  the  teachers’  finger  tip.  Students  have  been  observing  phases 
of  the  moon,  plate  tectonics,  periodic  tables,  visited  with  author  Eric  Carle,  watched  National 
Geographic  clips  of  penguins  all  in  a  second  in  their  classrooms.  Teachers  have  been  able  to 
project  the  actual  Everyday  Math  journal  pages  onto  the  whiteboard  to  model  interactive  lessons. 

The  PTO  has  had  two  successful  book  fairs;  a  Family  Halloween  Dance;  Hatherly  Hoopla, 
Holiday  Fair,  monthly  Spirit  Days  including  a  school  store;  many  enrichment  programs;  and 
Docent  Art  lessons.  All  this  is  accomplished  by  our  wonderful  parent  volunteers. 

Mr.  Puzzangara  ,our  Physical  Education  teacher,  has  been  busy  this  year  educating  the  staff, 
students  and  parents  on  becoming  healthier  with  his  monthly  Nutrition  Nuggets  newsletters,  Mr. 
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P’s  Thursday  morning  “Health  Tips”  and  his  continued  after  school  “FitKidz”  program.  During 
the  spring  of  2010,  we  had  our  second  Health  Week  which  educated  students  on  the  importance 
of  grains  in  their  diet.  The  Hatherly  Healthy  Task  Force  is  currently  undertaking  a  community 
health  survey.  All  this  is  in  collaboration  with  the  SPS  Health  and  Wellness  program  and  the 
Carol  White  PEP  grant. 

Mr.  Mundt,  our  music  teacher,  has  enriched  our  lives  at  Hatherly  with  his  wonderful  musical 
talents.  We  have  all  enjoyed  the  fabulous  music  programs  from  our  fifth  and  sixth  grade  choruses 
during  our  Winter  and  Spring  Concerts.  This  year  we  will  be  enjoying,  for  the  first  time,  our 
first  graders  perform  “I  am  Special”  during  a  concert  in  collaboration  with  Mrs.  Berton,  our  art 
teacher.  Third  grade  students  again  benefited  from  arts  grants  to  attend  the  Boston  Lyric  Opera 
and  visit  the  South  Shore  Arts  Center. 

Hatherly  School  is  a  dedicated  collaborative  team  of  teachers,  staff,  students  and  parents,  who  all 
work  together  To  Make  Our  School  A  Success. 
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JENKINS  SCHOOL 


The  following  highlights  new  initiatives  and  accomplishments  at  Jenkins  School  during  the 
2010-201 1  school  year.  Jenkins  School  has  focused  its  improvement  efforts  in  two  areas  this 
year;  Academic  Achievement  and  Healthy  School.  Staff  and  families  identified  these  two  areas 
as  ones  that  the  school  community  would  like  to  focus  their  energy  on.  As  a  result,  many 
positive  initiatives  have  been  successfully  implemented  this  school  year. 

In  the  area  of  mathematics  achievement,  Jenkins  School  has  implemented  new  programs  and 
structures  to  increase  students’  ability  to  demonstrate  mastery  of  basic  facts  and  higher-level 
topics.  A  computer-based  intervention  program,  Symphony  Math,  was  implemented  in  grades  3, 
4,  and  5.  This  program  has  increased  our  students’  conceptual  understanding  of  number  sense, 
which  will  lead  to  greater  success  in  mastery  of  high-level  concepts.  To  support  these  efforts, 
grades  2,  3,  and  4  have  also  implemented  math  fact  incentive  programs  to  motivate  students  to 
practice  their  facts  and  to  reward  them  for  meeting  certain  benchmarks.  In  addition,  our 
mathematics  specialists  have  designed  intervention  blocks  for  the  upper  grades.  In  these 
intervention  blocks,  students  work  in  small  groups  with  staff  members  and  trained  volunteers  to 
provide  remediation  and  enrichment  opportunities  for  all  students.  We  are  confident  that  our 
efforts  will  lead  to  increased  student  achievement  in  the  area  of  mathematics. 

Reading  and  writing  initiatives  this  year  have  revolved  around  rubric  scoring  for  writing 
assignments,  increased  exposure  to  poetry,  and  computer-based  interventions  for  struggling 
readers.  Our  school  kicked  off  a  guided  reading  initiative  in  August  for  our  upper  grade 
classrooms.  Leveled  texts  were  purchased  for  the  upper  grades  and  teachers  have  worked 
closely  with  our  reading  specialists  to  provide  children  multiple  opportunities  each  week  to  read 
texts  at  their  individual  instructional  level  (small  group).  Our  teachers  have  also  increased  the 
number  of  opportunities  that  students  have  to  practice  their  open  response  and  composition 
writing  skills.  These  writing  opportunities  are  scored  with  structured  rubrics  to  provide  students 
with  timely  feedback  to  improve  their  writing  skills.  Our  reading  specialists  have  also 
implemented  poetry  and  writing  coaching  programs  with  grades  4  and  5.  Our  struggling  readers 
have  benefited  from  using  the  Lexia  reading  program  to  help  strengthen  their  reading  skills. 
Through  this  combination  of  support,  our  staff  has  seen  great  growth  in  our  students’  ability  to 
read  and  write. 

Technology  has  been  expanded  to  support  teachers  as  they  deliver  a  rigorous  curriculum  to  all 
students.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  our  PTO,  we  have  been  able  to  expand  our  mobile  learning 
lab  to  include  30  computers.  This  has  been  a  much-needed  expansion  as  we  have  class  sizes 
approaching  30  in  some  grades.  Jenkins  School  also  expanded  its  implementation  of  soundfield 
systems  to  include  all  grade  K-4  classrooms.  This  was  made  possible  through  grants,  donations, 
and  budget  funds.  The  soundfield  systems  are  improving  all  students’  ability  to  process 
instruction  delivered  by  our  teachers.  Our  PTO  also  generously  donated  two  Individual 
Response  Systems  for  our  upper  grades  for  real-time  formative  and  summative  assessment 
results.  These  devices  have  allowed  our  teachers  to  expand  their  formative  assessment  practices 
and  increase  efficiency  in  providing  students  and  their  families  feedback  regarding  their 
progress. 
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Jenkins  School  began  a  Healthy  School  Initiative  this  school  year.  To  kick  off  the  initiative,  our 
graduating  class  from  2010  donated  funds  to  install  a  new  swing  apparatus  on  our  field. 
Following  the  installation,  our  PTO  sponsored  a  healthy  back  to  school  activity  where  healthy 
popsicles  replaced  the  traditional  ice  cream  sundae.  On  the  social/school  climate  front,  we  were 
fortunate  enough  to  offer  a  workshop  called  The  Power  of  One  where  children  learned  about 
what  they  could  do  to  prevent  bullying  from  taking  place  in  their  school.  All  students  had  the 
opportunity  to  sign  a  Power  of  One  Pledge.  This  program  was  coupled  with  the  implementation 
of  the  SPS  Anti-bullying  plan  at  Jenkins.  We  have  also  worked  this  year  to  help  education 
families  and  children  about  good  nutrition.  We  have  incorporated  nutrition  lessons  into  our 
younger  grades  and  a  Wellness  Tip  of  the  Day  to  our  daily  announcements.  Through  a  successful 
grant  application,  Jenkins  School  has  expanded  its  lunch  program  to  offer  a  salad  bar  for  grades 
4,5,  and  6  every  day.  Our  Healthy  School  Initiative  has  been  very  successful  and  is  making  a 
difference  in  the  health  and  lives  of  our  students. 

Jenkins  School  has  experienced  a  great  deal  of  growth  over  the  past  few  years.  The  school  was 
originally  opened  in  2003  with  an  enrollment  in  the  500s  for  grades  K-6.  Currently,  Jenkins 
School  educates  roughly  650  students  in  grades  K-6.  Our  class  sizes  have  grown  significantly 
and  we  are  at  maximum  capacity  with  regard  to  space.  Every  appropriate  usable  space  is  being 
used  to  educate  and  service  children.  Despite  the  growth,  our  students  have  a  top-notch 
educational  experience  with  an  outstanding  after-school  program  offering  classes  such  as  foreign 
language,  drama,  and  robotics.  We  are  looking  forward  to  continuing  our  progress  in  the  2011- 
2012  school  year. 
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WAMPATUCK  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


This  year,  Wampatuck  Elementary  School  continues  to  focus  on  core  values  of  respect  and 
responsibility  and  their  manifestation  throughout  every  arena.  Positive  behaviors  are  taught  and 
reinforced  with  an  emphasis  on  respecting  self,  others,  and  our  school,  with  a  sense  of 
responsibility  about  citizenship  and  learning.  The  Wampatuck  community  demonstrates 
compassion  and  care  locally,  regionally,  and  globally.  This  year,  every  class  participated  in  a 
school  wide  Read-A-Thon  and  contributed  over  $4,500  to  the  Patriot  Ledger  Lend  a  Hand 
Program,  a  record  contribution  from  any  group.  Ongoing  outreach  efforts  of  supplies  and  money 
continue  for  Afghanistan,  Haiti,  El  Salvador  and  the  Dominican  Republic. 

Wampatuck  School,  in  conjunction  with  the  anti-bullying  policy  adopted  by  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools,  is  implementing  pro-social  programs  such  as  Open  Circle  and  its  newly  adopted  anti¬ 
bullying  materials,  Steps  to  Respect,  and  social  language  curriculum.  Our  building  based 
positive  behavior  intervention  team  supports  and  monitors  this  initiative  through  the  use  of  an 
electronic  behavior  tracking  system  (SWIS  program)  teams  regularly  review  data  and  monitor 
behavior  patterns  and  school  climate  needs. 

Our  sixth  grade  Ambassadors  continue  to  demonstrate  leadership  and  citizenship.  This  Program 
helps  prepare  older  elementary  students  to  become  more  active  and  responsible  citizens  who 
contribute  to  the  betterment  of  their  community.  With  the  support  of  classroom  teachers  and 
guidance  personnel,  Ambassadors  have  organized  and  supported  community  outreach  efforts, 
served  as  models  of  character  and  led  fundraising  for  both  Wampatuck  and  various  social  service 
agencies/organizations  outside  of  the  Wampatuck  community.  These  students  are  in  the  planning 
stages  of  a  faculty  verses  sixth  grade  volleyball  tournament,  a  movie  night,  and  various  bake 
sales  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

This  year,  Wampatuck  School  received  a  number  of  local  grants  including  South  Coastal  Bank 
and  the  Yellow  Bus  Grant  to  enrich  student  learning  with  field  experiences  including  Hansel  and 
Gretel  performed  by  the  Boston  Lyric  Opera,  Ancient  Egypt  Exhibit  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
and  court  sessions  at  the  Federal  Court  House  in  Boston.  Students  worked  with  professional 
artists  at  the  South  Shore  Art  Center  in  conjunction  with  our  annual  immigration  project  while 
other  students  traveled  back  in  time  at  Plimoth  Plantation.  The  Wampatuck  PTO  supported  our 
technology  efforts  by  contributing  12  netbooks  to  our  grade  5  and  6  technology  cart,  and  a  new 
SMARTBOARD  for  grade  4. 

Once  again,  we  are  proud  of  our  students’  achievement  in  the  MCAS  scores,  as  they  received  a 
performance  rating  of  “Very  High"  in  both  English  and  Mathematics;  further  evidence  of  our 
strong  curriculum,  instruction,  and  assessment  as  well  as  the  dedication  of  our  teachers. 

Wampatuck  School  PTO  and  faculty  and  staff  coordinate  many  special  programs  to  enhance 
student  learning  and  school  engagement.  Our  Math  Family  Night,  Science  Fair,  Invention 
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Convention,  and  a  ‘Speak  Off ‘are  just  a  few  programs  supported  by  the  PTO.  In  addition,  some 
fun  community  events  include  the  Walk  to  School  initiative,  Health  and  Wellness  Day,  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  talent  show,  sixth  grade  vs.  staff  softball  game,  and  our  Holiday  Fair.  The 
Wampatuck  Gazette,  student  newspaper  comprised  of  reporters,  editors,  and  illustrators  grades  4- 
6,  remains  a  great  way  for  students  and  families  to  hear  first  -hand  about  these  events  and  more. 
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GATES  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL 


The  Gates  Intermediate  School  has  been  transitioning  this  year  with  a  new  administration.  Prior 
to  the  start  of  the  school  year,  a  survey  was  conducted  to  collect  feedback  from  the  faculty,  the 
students,  and  the  parents  of  Gates.  We  were  pleased  with  the  input  that  was  provided  as  it 
clearly  showed  the  great  strengths  of  Gates,  namely  the  staff  and  the  programs,  both  academic 
and  extracurricular,  and  our  areas  of  need.  These  results  helped  us  establish  our  goals  for  the 
2010-2011  school  year.

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  have  made  significant  progress  toward  all  of  our  goals.  Our 
staff  and  our  parent  community  has  been  solicited  for  input  regarding  our  core  values  and  our 
students  will  provide  their  feedback  as  well.  It  is  our  goal  to  have  3-5  clearly  defined  core  values 
by  the  end  of  the  school  year.  We  have  been  working  hard  to  grow  and  improve  our  Rtl  process 
and  have  dedicated  every  other  faculty  meeting  toward  professional  development  in  this  area. 
Our  math  and  special  educators  have  been  working  closely  to  move  our  co-teaching  model 
forward  and  professional  development  resources  have  been  provided  to  assist  them  in  this 
endeavor.  All  of  our  teachers  are  utilizing  Edline  as  a  means  of  communicating  with  students 
and  parents  at  least  six  times  per  year  (at  progress  report  and  report  card  times).  Finally,  our 
math  and  English  teachers,  along  with  the  rest  of  our  staff  have  been  working  hard  to  address  our 
MCAS  needs  as  a  way  to  prepare  our  students  for  the  test  in  March  and  May.  We  believe  that 
the  strategies  that  have  been  implemented  will  have  a  positive  impact  on  our  overall  AYP  status. 

Gates  is  a  great  place  to  be!  Our  students  and  staff  started  the  year  talking  about  respect  for  self, 
others,  and  school  (R3)  and  this  has  translated  into  an  improved  climate  and  culture,  reduced 
discipline  referrals,  and  a  safer  environment  in  which  students  can  learn.  We  will  continue  to 
move  forward  in  this  area  as  well  as  with  all  of  our  goals.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


The  Department  of  Public  Health  is  pleased  to  provide  the  citizens  of  Scituate  with  this  report  for 
the  year  20 10. 

Russell  Clark  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  May  and  Frank  Lynch  was  reappointed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  June. 

Community  Issues 

Inspections  were  conducted  for  the  K  of  C  Carnival  and  Heritage  Days. 

Ms.  Sullivan  attended  the  South  Humarock  Civic  Association’s  annual  town  official’s 
information  forum  in  August.  Musquashicut  Pond  was  not  treated  for  algae  due  to  the  success  of 
the  new  management  program,  which  minimized  production  and  resulted  in  no  complaints  to  this 
office. 

Following  a  discussion  by  the  Director  with  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Community 
Sanitation  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  Scituate  received  a  free  Sharps 
Disposal  Receptacle.  The  receptacle  has  been  placed  at  the  front  door  of  the  Central  Fire  Station 
on  First  Parish  Road.  We  would  like  to  thank  Chief  Richard  Judge  and  the  Fire  Department  for 
their  cooperation. 

Six  beaches  were  tested  weekly  for  the  ten-week  season.  Peggotty  Beach  was  closed  in  August 
due  to  unsatisfactory  high  levels  of  bacteria  but  reopened  after  re-testing  twice  within  one  week. 
All  other  beaches  were  open  all  season. 

The  Director  approved  the  food  facility  at  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal  Church  for  use  by  the  Hamilton 
Adult  Day  Care  Program. 

Our  Public  Health  Nurse,  Eileen  Scotti  coordinated  four  local  flu  clinics  starting  in  December  for 
residents  with  lower  than  usual  attendance.  She  also  held  one  clinic  at  the  Scituate  Pharmacy  at 
their  request.  This  year’s  vaccine  included  season  flu  strains  as  well  as  H INI.  It  is  thought  that 
many  people  took  advantage  of  the  vaccine’s  early  availability  at  local  pharmacies  and  doctor’s 
offices. 

Emergency  Preparedness 

The  Director  and  our  Nurse,  Eileen  Scotti  worked  with  the  Boards  of  Health  in  Hingham,  Hull, 
Cohasset,  Norwell  and  Hanover  as  a  sub-region  of  Region  4B.  Together  a  free  two-hour  flu 
clinic  was  held  as  an  exercise  using  the  Incident  Command  system.  The  Director  served  as  the 
Incident  Commander.  It  was  held  on  November  9,  2010  at  the  Hanover  Mall  and  208  people 
were  successfully  vaccinated. 

As  a  Region  4B  member,  the  Director  participated  in  several  LENS  and  PEER  drills  as  well  as 
an  exercise  with  the  South  Shore  Hospital. 
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Emergency  Preparedness  funds  were  expended  on  CERT  Team  supplies,  sanitizers  for  schools 
and  police,  privacy  curtains,  blood  pressure  cuffs  and  thermometers,  additional  shelter  supplies, 
information  booklets  and  training. 

In  June,  the  Boards  of  Health  in  Scituate,  Hull,  Hingham,  Norwell  and  Hanover  held  a  Medical 
Reserve  Appreciation  Dinner  at  the  South  Shore  Country  Club  for  our  volunteers.  State 
Representative  Garrett  Bradley  attended  and  handed  out  Certificates  of  Appreciation  from  the 
State  House. 

During  the  aftermath  of  the  December  26,  2010  storm,  the  Health  Department  assisted  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Red  Cross  at  the  shelter.  We  also  worked  on  housing  issues,  and  supplied 
emergency  and  flood  clean-up  information  via  our  website  and  distributed  copies  at  local  Post 
Offices,  the  Library,  Town  Hall  and  the  hardware  store.  Coastal  surveys  were  done  by  the 
Director  to  assess  septic  system  damage  and  owners  were  then  notified  by  the  Department. 

Legal 

The  Director  was  subpoenaed  for  a  deposition  in  an  old  housing  case  on  Brook  Street. 

There  are  several  on-going  hoarding  cases  that  are  in  various  stages  of  compliance. 

Some  on-going  landlord-tenant  disputes  were  finally  resolved  by  court  action  and  eviction.  An 
unpermitted  swimming  pool  giving  swimming  lessons  was  inspected,  notified  of  violations  and 
ordered  to  cease  operation  until  there  is  compliance. 

Administrative 

During  the  Director’s  absence  for  vacation,  our  Secretary,  Pam  Mullin  worked  with  the 
Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  and  the  Town  Administrator  to  grant  a  variance  to 
Scituate  High  School  from  the  Pesticide  Act.  The  variance  allowed  the  playing  fields  to  be 
sprayed  as  prevention  for  the  West  Nile  Virus. 

The  Board  of  Health  conditionally  approved  a  system  of  unique  components  that  had  zero 
ground  discharge  for  a  marsh  shack  at  the  rear  of  Glades  Road.  At  one  time  the  shack  was 
seasonally  occupied  but  the  cesspool  is  defunct  and  the  building  needs  work.  The  system  is  the 
combination  of  a  Brach  System  approved  by  the  Board  of  Plumbing  and  Gas  Fitters,  that 
recycles  greywater,  a  composting  toilet,  specifically  planted  flower  boxes  for  liquid  and  nutrient 
uptake  and  a  tight  tank.  The  development  of  this  system  has  taken  several  years,  has  several 
Board  of  Health  conditions  and  still  must  be  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection,  and  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Food  establishment  plans  were  approved  for  Hammerheads  Grille,  a  mobile  unit;  Sam’s  in  the 
harbor  and  the  Roman  Table  for  retail  food.  Riva  Pizza  opened  and  expanded  in  North  Scituate 
and  the  Scituate  China  Gourmet  Restaurant  also  opened  in  the  harbor.  The  Inn  at  Scituate 
Harbor  was  inspected  and  approved  to  serve  food  in  their  renovated  bar  now  called  the

DogWatch.  Three  residential  kitchens  were  permitted  as  well  as  temporary  food  permits  for 
eight  vendors  at  the  new  Farmer’s  Market. 

Work  continues  on  the  new  database,  permitting  and  tracking  software  developed  by  Full  Circle 
Technologies  to  increase  department  efficiency. 

There  were  ninety-seven  (97)  Title  5  inspections  submitted  of  which  eighty-six  (86)  passed  and 
eleven  (11)  failed.  Ninety-nine  (99)  sewage  disposal  system  permits  were  issued.  This  figure 
includes  abandonment’s  prior  to  connection  to  the  town  sewer. 

During  2010,  the  Board  held  twelve  (12)  meetings  and  public  hearings  on  Title  5  variances  and 
other  concerns. 

The  Board  would  like  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  Animal  Control  Board  for  their  continued 
dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  periodic  Rabies  Clinics  for  dogs  and  cats. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Recreation  Department  for  securing  the  assistance  of  lifeguards 
Devin  Weafer  and  Michael  Tierney  with  our  summer  beach  sample  program. 

Acknowledgment  and  thanks  are  also  due  Chief  Richard  Judge  and  the  Fire  Department  and 
Chief  Brian  Stewart  and  the  Police  Department  for  their  assistance  on  several  issues  this  year  and 
our  efforts  in  emergency  preparedness. 

The  Board  wishes  to  gratefully  acknowledge  and  commend  our  competent  staff  for  their 
dedication  and  commitment  to  public  service:  Jennifer  L.  Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health, 
Priscilla  Mullin,  Secretary,  Eileen  Scotti,  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  our  consultants,  Nelly  Janga, 
Barbara  Thissell,  Clint  Watson  and  Ralph  Cole  for  their  services,  as  well  as  those  town 
departments,  officials  and  employees  who  have  assisted  with  our  efforts  throughout  the  year.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Council  on  Aging  responsibility  is  to  provide  services  to  Scituate  residents  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  60.  To  that  end  during  the  last  calendar  year  we  have  provided  a  myriad  of 
services  to  2,938  Scituate  residents.  Staffing  is  comprised  of  two  full  time  staff,  two  part-  time 
staff  and  one  staff  member  who  works  20  hours  a  week  and  another  who  works  15  hours  per 
week,  both  of  whom  are  paid  through  a  grant.  We  are  also  participating  in  a  Federal  Jobs 
Program  that  re-trains  seniors.  Currently,  we  have  a  senior  who  is  working  with  us  for  20  hours 
per  week  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  The  focus  of  these  services  is  four  fold  (1)  provide  outreach 
and  advocacy,  ((2)  provide  transportation  to  medical  appointments,  (3)  provide 
transportation  for  errands  around  town,  trips  to  the  library,  and  scheduled  events,  (4) 
provide  programs  and  educational  opportunities  that  promote  the  health  and  well  being  of 
Scituate  Seniors.  In  addition,  the  Council  on  Aging  also  assisted  senior’s  families,  as  well  as 
non-elder  residents,  through  caregivers  counseling,  fuel  assistance  programs,  and  medical 
transportation. 

Highlights  of  the  COA’S  efforts  and  reach  within  the  communities  include: 

■  General  information  services  provided  through  outreach  and  staff  who  monitor  daily  calls 
from  seniors  and  family  members  of  seniors  -  1,899  seniors  participated. 

■  Outreach  case  management  and  advocacy  provided  to  1,165  seniors 

■  Health  benefit  counseling  provided  to  457  seniors 

■  Family  assistance,  care  giving  support  and  fuel  assistance  provided  to  59  seniors  and  44 
non  seniors. 

■  Fitness,  exercise  and  recreation  program:  1,982  seniors 

■  Sports  program:  indoor  softball,  summer  softball,  badminton,  ladies  golf,  men’s  golf 
participated  in  by  2,947  duplicated  seniors. 

■  Community  Education  programs:  Grandparents  Raising  Grandchildren,  Elder  Law 
Education,  Navigating  Health  Care,  Taking  Control  of  our  Lives,  Keeping  Control  of  Our 
Finances  - 163  seniors  participating 

1  Instructional  programs  on  bridge,  art,  computer  and  memoir  writing  attended  by  165 
seniors 

■  Transportation  Services,  including  daily  van,  medical  van,  volunteer  medical  rides  and 
the  Link,  to  a  total  of  448  seniors  for  a  total  of  5,994  rides  and  8  non  elders  who  received 
a  total  of  41 2  rides. 

■  Recreational  and  social  activities  including,  bridge,  quilting,  knitting,  crafts,  men’s 
groups  and,  special  dinners  hosted  by  Community  groups  attended  by  a  total  of  891 
seniors 

■  Monthly  newsletter  mailed  to  2,500  senior  households  and  distributed  at  Driftway 
Medical  buildings,  the  town  library,  town  hall  and  local  nursing  homes 

■  Events  held  during  2010  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Aging,  Area  Churches,  and  Health 
Care  Providers  -  581  seniors  participated 

■  Ask  A  Lawyer  program,  which  provided  legal  advice  pro-bono  to  53  seniors. 

■  Workshops  that  deal  with  issues  that  impact  seniors,  such  as:  housing,  fuel  assistance, 
health  insurance,  resources  for  the  frail  and  elderly,  financial  concerns  that  impact  seniors 
and  their  families  were  attended  by  131  seniors.

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VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Director/Agent  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility  and  decision  making  in  the 
daily  administration  and  management  of  the  Veteran  Services  Department. 

The  Veterans  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking  applications  for  veterans 
benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and  medical  assistance  to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their 
dependents.  He  acts  as  the  veteran  burial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the  deceased  veterans  in 
accordance  with  state  regulations.  His  job  is  to  serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
whatever  capacity  he  can.  Some  of  the  services  provided  are: 

>  The  disbursement  of  monetary  and  medical  benefits  under  the  auspices  of  Public  Law 
115. 

>  Counseling,  advising  and  assisting  veterans  and  their  dependents  in  procuring 
entitlements  for  which  they  may  be  eligible 

>  Assisting  in  housing,  employment,  medical  and  educational  needs  for  veterans  and 
their  families 

>  Assist  in  job  search  and  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation 

>  Attend  the  appeal  process  by  veterans/dependents  that  are  litigated  through  the 
Department  of  Veteran  Services 

>  Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying  for  or  receiving  monetary 
or  medical  assistance 

>  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care  facilities  to  ensure 
veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and  entitlements 

>  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the  community 

>  Act  as  liaison  between  veterans  and  veterans  organizations  and  the  elected  officials  in 
the  Town  of  Scituate

>  Make  appropriate  referrals  for  veterans/dependents  to  Social  Security  for  SSI,  SSD 
and  Medicare 

>  Be  aware  of  all  Department  of  Veterans  Services  practices  and  procedures  as  they 
pertain  to  veterans  and  their  dependents. 

>  Advocate  on  a  local  level  for  veterans  and  their  dependents 

During  the  past  five  years,  the  American  Legion  reactivated  Post  144  has  been  successful, 
after  an  absence  of  approximately  forty  years.  We  now  have  about  one  hundred  members.  We 
request  all  interested  persons  to  call  Gary  Carlo,  Veterans  Agent,  at  781-545-8715.  The  purpose 
of  the  American  Legion  is  to  uphold  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  State  of  America, 
to  help  maintain  law  and  order,  to  foster  and  perpetuate  one  hundred  percent  Americanism,  and 
to  instill  a  sense  of  individual  obligation  to  the  community  and  nation.  Also  to  promote  peace 
and  good  will  on  earth.

The  SUVCW  cooperates  in  doing  honor  to  all  who  have  patriotically  served  our  country  in 
any  war.  The  Order  participates  with  other  organizations  in  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  which  was  established  by  the  GAR  in  1868,  seeks  out  and  marks  the  graves  of  Civil  War 
veterans,  observes  the  care  and  upkeep  of  Civil  War  Memorials  and  brings  any  failure  to  do  so  to 
the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities. 

During  the  past  year,  another  group  has  been  formed.  It  is  the  Sons  of  the  American

SCITUATE  TOWN  LIBRARY 


Fiscal  year  2010  was  a  record  breaking  year  for  the  Scituate  Library.  Circulation  of  materials, 
including  those  sent  to  other  libraries  to  fill  holds,  increased  by  more  than  13%  over  FY  409,  to 
a  total  of  309,1 15.  Direct  circulation,  273,484,  as  measured  by  the  Old  Colony  Library  Network, 
increased  8%  over  FY  2009.  Scituate  library  users  borrowed  31,129  items  from  other  libraries. 
35,631  items  were  sent  to  other  libraries  to  fill  requests  made  by  their  patrons.  Library  users 
accessed  the  Internet  12,000  times  from  library  PCs  and  countless  others  utilized  the  free 
wireless  connectivity.  The  library  was  open  a  total  of  3230  hours.  140,155  people  visited  the 
library  in  FY  410,  an  11%  increase  over  FY  4  09.  14,445  reference  questions  were  answered. 
116  volunteers  donated  1872  hours  of  service.  10,522  children  and  parents  attended  the  251 
programs  offered  for  children.  2,879  adults  and  teens  attended  the  116  teen  programs  held. 
Almost  2,000  adults  attended  the  70  programs  offered.  A  record  total  of  17,600  people  attended 
programs  and  community  meetings  held  in  or  by  the  library  in  FY  2010! 

In  July  2010,  the  library  schedule  was  reduced  by  8  hours  per  week.  This  was  accomplished  by 
opening  one  hour  later  and  closing  one  hour  earlier  Monday  through  Thursday.  So  far,  for  the 
first  6  months  of  FY  2011,  statistics  show  that  the  library  is  busier  than  2010,  even  with  the 
reduction  in  hours.  To  better  manage  the  Internet  computers,  the  library  installed  two  software 
programs,  Net  Time,  and  Deep  Freeze,  on  all  public  computers.  Consequently,  less  staff  time  is 
needed  to  manage  the  Internet  PCs. 

In  January  2010,  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  announced  a  new  Public 
Library  Construction  Grant  round  scheduled  to  open  in  October  2010  with  a  deadline  of  January 
27,  2011.  Throughout  2010,  the  library  trustees,  staff  and  I  worked  diligently  to  conduct  a 
survey,  create  a  new  five  year  plan,  write  a  Building  Program,  and  contract  with  an  architect  for 
a  feasibility  study  and  schematics  all  in  preparation  for  the  building  grant.  Funding  for  the 
feasibility  study  was  approved  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April.  At  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  November,  participants  approved  the  article  allowing  the  Trustees,  on  behalf  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  grant  funding.  If  awarded,  this  state  grant  would 
provide  substantial  funds  to  renovate  and  enlarge  the  library.  Additionally,  grant  funding  would 
cover  42%  of  the  cost  of  a  new  roof,  refurbished  and  updated  restrooms,  new  windows,  etc.,  that 
are  already  slated  for  replacement. 

The  staff  worked  as  a  team  to  plan,  promote,  and  provide  a  range  of  programs  designed  to  fulfill 
the  needs  of  the  community.  The  children’s  department,  under  the  direction  of  Children’s 
Librarian,  Joey  Von  Iderstein  offered  regular  film  showings,  craft  programs,  and  story  times. 
Both  Joey  and  assistant,  Sue  D’Archangelo,  made  school  visits  to  introduce  children  to  the 
library  and  to  teach  students  and  teachers  how  to  use  the  library  website, 
www.scituatetownlibrary.org  to  access  library  holdings  and  research  databases.  All  third  grades 
were  invited  to  make  class  visits  to  the  library.  Sue  D'Arcangelo  continued  to  host  the  popular 
Mother  Daughter  Book  Club.  The  children’s  department  and  Teen  Librarian,  Sharon  Colvin, 
worked  with  representatives  from  the  schools  to  plan  for  summer  reading  and  for  the  first  town¬ 
wide  community  read,  Every  Soul  a  Star,  by  Wendy  Mass.  Sharon  recruited  and  trained  teen 
volunteers  to  run  weekly  Pajama  Story  Times  and  the  afternoon  Homework  Club.  A  group  of 
teens  volunteered  to  conduct  the  monthly  Latin  League,  a  club  for  elementary  school  students. 
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Sharon  also  provided  music,  art,  and  film  programs,  as  well  as  Parent  Research  Workshops  and 
school  visits.  Susan  Pope,  the  Adult  Services  Librarian,  ran  the  Great  Reads  Book  Club  and 
started  the  new  Job  Seekers  Network.  The  library,  often  in  conjunction  with  the  Front  Street 
Book  Shop,  provided  programs  showcasing  authors  Claire  Cook,  William  Martin,  Colleen  Ellis, 
Lynne  Griffin,  Stephen  Puleo,  and  Joyce  Wilson.  Nancy  Murray  Young  conducted  a  PR 
workshop  for  non-profits,  and  Mimi  Svenning,  from  the  Children’s  Melanoma  Prevention 
Foundation,  provided  programs  on  Sun  Safety.  Andrew  Buckley  showed  the  first  two  episodes 
of  “Flit  and  Run  History:  The  Columbia  Expedition”.  The  Columbia,  the  first  American  Ship  to 
sail  around  the  world  was  built  on  the  North  River. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the  membership  drive  and  the  popular  book 
sales,  funded  an  array  of  enrichment  programs,  passes  to  12  museums,  and  the  rental  book 
program.  They  augmented  the  library  collection  by  purchasing  books,  audio  books,  DVDs  and 
CDs.  Along  with  MamaSteph  music  programs,  they  sponsored  Music  and  Movement  with 
Diana  Kane,  Mike  McCusker’s  Kid  Power,  and  Rita  Rozen’s  Knit  Two  Together  all  on  a 
weekly  basis.  For  adults,  the  Friends  sponsored  two  Irish  music  programs  by  the  Lindsays,  an 
afternoon  of  music  from  Two  Old  Friends,  a  Chinese  cooking  demonstration  by  Norma  Chang, 
a  talk  on  the  history  of  the  Baker  Chocolate  Factory,  and  an  introduction  to  genealogy.  For 
children  and  teens,  the  Friends  sponsored  Science  Sizzlers,  teen  music  showcases,  and  an  author 
talk  and  writing  workshop  by  Wendy  Mass. 

In  September,  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  held  the  eighth  annual  fundraising  gala  at  the 
Barker  Tavern.  Linda  Barnes,  creator  of  the  popular  Carlotta  Carlyle  mystery  series,  graciously 
shared  her  wisdom  and  insights  with  a  captivated  audience.  Ed  McCann  and  Jack  Conway  each 
received  special  recognition  for  their  impact  on  the  success  of  the  Foundation.  Foundation 
President,  John  Koulopoulos  described  the  library  building  grant  application  and  the  need  for 
private  fundraising  to  support  the  project.  Generous  attendees  bid  on  a  variety  of  silent  auction 
items  donated  by  individuals  and  businesses  throughout  the  greater  Scituate  community. 

On  December  6,  Library  Trustee,  Elizabeth  O’Connell,  partnered  with  the  High  School 
fundraising  group  S.H.O.R.E.,  to  bring  the  third  run  of  the  Polar  Express  to  Scituate.  Twenty- 
four  hundred  children,  parents  and  grandparents  hopped  aboard  the  Polar  Express  at  the 
Greenbush  station  and  made  four  imaginary  trips  to  the  North  Pole.  Hundreds  of  community 
volunteers  planned  and  executed  this  successful  event.  High  school  students  dressed  as  “elves” 
distributed  cookies,  milk  and  goodie  bags.  Adults  served  as  readers  and  team  leaders,  and  Santa 
and  Mrs.  Claus  visited  with  each  child.  All  of  the  volunteers  deserve  recognition,  however,  I 
would  like  to  give  special  recognition  to  Peg  Patten,  and  her  team  of  employees  at  the  Front 
Street  Book  Shop,  who  sold  the  vast  majority  of  tickets  for  this  event. 

In  March,  the  library  hosted  the  second  annual  Volunteer  Fair  to  give  local  non-profit 
organizations  an  opportunity  to  promote  their  missions  and  recruit  new  volunteers.  Throughout 
the  year,  many  wonderful  volunteers  and  organizations  supported  the  library  through  donations 
of  time  and  expertise.  I  would  like  to  give  special  recognition  to  our  chess  instructor,  Micki 
Appleby,  school  visit  organizer,  Mary  Penny  and  special  project  coordinator,  Ken  Baker. 
Beautification  Commission  volunteer,  Mary  Tenaro  continued  to  plant,  prune,  fertilize  and 
water  the  beautiful  Adopt-a-Lot  garden  at  the  library  entrance.  The  Scituate  Garden  Club 
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donated  a  selection  of  children’s  non-fiction  books  and  maintained  the  dish  garden  at  the  main 
entrance.  The  South  Shore  Astronomical  Society  hosted  a  “Astronomy  Day”  that  included  a 
portable  planetarium,  a  pianist  playing  celestial  tunes  on  a  baby  grand  piano,  a  variety  of 
telescopes  for  daytime  and  evening  viewing,  as  well  as  an  array  of  lectures,  demonstrations, 
displays  and  activities.  The  Scituate  Arts  Association  provided  the  popular  “Meet  the  Artist” 
series  in  addition  to  managing  the  ever  changing  exhibits  in  the  art  gallery.  The  South  Shore 
Community  Action  Council  and  Coordinated  Family  and  Community  Engagement  Council  with 
a  grant  from  Massachusetts  Department  of  Early  Education  and  Care  sponsored  the  7th  annual 
Literacy  Event  that  hosted  Big  Ryan’s  Tall  Tales  and  a  Craft  Time.  The  Plymouth  Career  Center 
continued  to  support  Scituate  job  seekers  by  providing  the  program,  Job  Seeking  Strategies  at 
the  library. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Trustees  and  other  elected  and  appointed  town  officials,  the  employees 
of  the  library  and  the  other  town  departments  and  the  community  at  large  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement.  I  extend  a  special  thanks  to  all  who  gave  their  expertise  and  time 
to  assist  me  in  the  grant  application  process.

The  Scituate  Library  Board  of  Trustees  continues  to  oversee  the  budget,  goals  and 
direction  of  the  library.  This  year  the  board  updated  the  library  mission  statement  as  well  as 
created  a  long  range  plan  that  the  library  will  follow  in  the  upcoming  years.  We  based  the  long 
range  plan  on  the  responses  to  a  survey  initially  distributed  at  town  meeting.  We  truly  appreciate 
the  time  and  effort  people  gave  to  complete  the  survey  and  add  comments.  We  read  all  the 
comments  which  were  very  helpful  in  creating  the  long  range  plan. 

Mission  Statement: 

The  Scituate  Town  Library  is  committed  to  three  principals: 

We  strive  to  support  the  evolving  cultural  and  educational  needs  of  the  people  of  Scituate 
by  offering  a  broad  range  of  professionally  developed  and  easily  accessible  collections, 
innovative  programs  and  services,  and  a  repository  of  information  on  the  heritage  of  our  town. 

We  acquire  and  maintain  books  and  other  materials  in  a  variety  of  media  while  offering 
technological  resources,  all  to  support  life-long  learning,  enrichment  and  enjoyment. 

We  endeavor  to  provide  and  maintain  this  vital  resource,  now,  and  in  the  future,  as  a 
modem,  safe,  and  welcoming  community  center  for  individuals  of  all  ages  and  abilities. 

Long  Range  Plan  2011-2015  Goals: 

1.  To  provide  professionally  developed,  updated,  and  easily  accessible  collections  of  fiction,  non¬ 
fiction,  periodicals,  music,  and  film  in  a  variety  of  formats,  and  across  a  range  of  ages  and  abilities 
that  address  the  needs  of  the  various  audiences  within  the  community. 

2.  To  provide  support  for  literacy  and  life-long  learning. 

3.  To  provide  a  broad  range  of  services  in  a  safe,  comfortable,  accessible,  secure  and  efficient  library 
setting. 

4.  To  plan,  develop,  manage,  and  fund  a  building  project  to  fulfill  the  20-year  projected  needs  of  the 
library  as  detailed  in  the  Library  Building  Program. 

The  library  building  program  identifies  library  needs,  conforms  to  accepted  library  standards,  and 
plans  for  sufficient  and  flexible  space  to  meet  community  needs.  The  Scituate  Town  Library  applied  for  a 
Public  Library  construction  Grant  trough  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  After 
funding  was  approved  during  Town  Meeting  for  a  feasibility  study,  Johnson  &  Roberts  Associates 
Architects  were  hired  to  design  schematic  drawings  that  include  library  renovations  and  a  two  story 
addition.  The  Library  Board  of  Trustees,  The  Scituate  Library  Foundation,  and  The  Friends  of  the  Library 
are  all  committed  to  the  building  program,  as  well  as  the  grant  application. 

The  library’s  two  non-profit  volunteer  organizations  continue  to  work  hard  to  support  our 
goals  along  with  the  library  staff.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  organize  semi-annual  book  sales 
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(January  and  August)  as  well  as  an  annual  membership  drive.  Proceeds  from  these  ventures  fund 
museum  passes,  support  the  rental  book  collection  and  sponsor  enrichment  programs.  The 
Scituate  Library  Foundation  orchestrates  an  annual  Gala  Dinner  Dance  and  Auction.  The 
Foundation  has  a  long  term  goal  of  building  an  endowment,  but  they  also  finance  some 
programming  and  other  more  immediate  needs.  The  Friends,  The  Foundation  and  The  Trustees 
have  been  working  in  collaboration  to  create  a  vision  for  the  future  of  the  Scituate  Town  Library. 

The  Scituate  Town  Library  is  open  7  days  a  week  for  59.5  hours  from  October  through 
April.  May  through  September  the  library  is  open  6  days  a  week  for  a  total  of  56  hours.  Even 
though  the  operating  hours  were  decreased  from  the  previous  year,  our  circulation  continues  to 
grow.  On  any  given  day,  the  library  is  a  bustling  place  and  the  programs  are  always  well 
attended. 

We  are  enormously  proud  of  the  library’s  community  outreach  programs  which  are 
designed  to  appeal  to  diverse  audiences.  The  2nd  Annual  Volunteer  Expo  in  March  provided 
non-profit  organizations  with  the  opportunity  to  recruit  potential  volunteers  from  the  large  crowd 
that  gathered  to  learn  about  the  organizations.  Town  librarians  partnered  with  the  school 
department  to  teach  students  critical  research  skills  involving  website  navigation,  database 
searches,  and  other  library  resources.  The  Scituate  Art  Association  sponsors  the  “Meet  the 
Artist”  series  and  oversees  the  scheduling  of  art  exhibits  in  the  New  Book  Room  gallery.  The 
Stellwagen  Bank  National  Marine  Sanctuary  has  an  interactive  display  set  up  in  the  library  and 
hosts  programs  at  the  library.  Library  Trustee  Liz  O’Connell,  worked  with  the  SHORE 
organization  to  bring  the  magic  of  The  Polar  Express  to  Scituate.  The  many  teen  volunteers 
assist  with  various  programs  such  as  Pajama  Story  Time,  Homework  Club  and  the  Latin  League. 
Other  library  programs  include  Mama  Steph’s  sing  alongs,  Open  Mic  Nights,  various  Book 
Discussion  Groups,  and  Knitting  Classes.  All  the  library  happenings  are  posted  on  our  newly 
designed  website  and  the  Scituate  Manner  is  always  spreading  the  library  news  as  well. 

The  Library  Board  of  Trustees  wishes  to  acknowledge  and  thank  The  Friends  of  the 
Library,  The  Library  Foundation,  the  residents  of  Scituate  and  Kathy  Meeker  and  the  library 
staff.  Working  together  we  continue  to  provide  a  wonderful  library  to  the  entire  Scituate 
community.

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SCITUATE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  2010  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  members  Bruce  Wait,  Nancy  Ivas,  Robert 
McCarry,  Christopher  Roberts  and  Stephen  Svensen.  Associate  Members  were  Erik  Richman, 
Richard  Lane,  Jamie  Noonan  and  Douglas  Smith. 

The  Recreation  Department’s  primary  function  is  to  provide  recreational  programming  and 
opportunities  to  the  residents  of  Scituate.  As  a  result  of  the  approximately  360  programs  the 
Recreation  Department  plans,  organizes  and  executes,  we  had  over  33,000  attendances,  (people 
walking  through  our  doors  to  participate  in  our  programs.)  We  programmed  over  6,700  hours  of 
programs,  an  average  of  128  hours  of  program  per  week.  The  summer  being  our  largest  season 
with  over  130  employees!  With  all  the  programs  the  safety  for  participants  is  first  and  foremost. 
With  that,  the  Department  performed  over  400  CORI  (Criminal  Offense  Record  Inquiry)  checks 
to  ensure  none  of  our  participants  would  be  put  in  any  danger  as  well  as  ensures  that  all  of  our 
employees  are  CPR  certified. 

Another  important  function  of  the  Recreation  Department  is  the  lifeguard  services.  I  would  also 
like  to  commend  the  entire  lifeguard  staff  for  another  exceptional  season.  In  the  pre-season  we 
had  an  aquatic  expert  train  our  guards  and  the  other  Town’s  emergency  response  departments 
(Police,  Fire  and  Harbormaster)  in  ocean  front  emergencies.  No  doubt  the  lifeguards’ 
certifications,  the  pre-service  training  and  weekly  in-services  played  a  role  in  the  success  of  this 
summer!  Beaches  in  Scituate  are  staffed  from  the  end  of  June  through  Labor  Day.  All  costs 
associated  with  the  beaches  are  now  paid  for  through  the  Beach  Sticker  Revolving  Account. 

An  additional  significant  role  of  the  Recreation  Department  is  the  permitting  of  the  Town’s  17 
athletic  fields,  bandstand,  in-line  skating  rink,  tennis  courts  as  well  as  basketball  courts.  Each 
permit  requires  an  application,  along  with  a  certificate  of  insurance  naming  the  Town  of  Scituate 
as  an  additional  insured  and  if  applicable  a  confirmation  from  the  State  that  the  organization  is 
CORI  certified.  We  are  able  to  fund  a  Field  Coordinator  (Mr.  Paul  Sharry)  position  through  the 
field  permit  fees.  We  issued  200  permits  last  year. 

Mr.  Sharry  and  I  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Athletic  Director  and  the 
leagues/organizations  in  Town  to  make  sure  we  are  optimally  utilizing  our  fields,  as  well  as  work 
with  our  Public  Works  department  and  the  Community  Preservation  Act  Committee  on 
improving  existing  fields  and  creating  new  fields. 

The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  continued  with  their  generous  donations  to  sponsor  many 
recreation  activities  throughout  our  community.  The  Annual  Egg  Hunt,  Concerts,  the  All-Night 
Graduation  Party,  Scholarships,  Mr.  C  soccer  program,  Calls  from  the  North  Pole  and 
C.O.R.S.E.  Foundation  programs  as  well  as  Scituate  Community  Christmas  are  just  a  few  of  the 
programs  they  help  support.  In  a  year  of  uncertain  and  trying  economic  times,  The  Friends  of 
Scituate  Recreation  were  especially  generous  by  helping  many  families  afford  programs  they 
would  not  have  been  able  to  afford  through  scholarships  and  aid.  They  have  also  committed  to 
the  purchase  of  two  chase  boats  for  our  summer  sailing  program!  We  deeply  appreciate  their 
assistance  and  generosity. 

We  relish  our  relationship  and  collaboration  with  the  C.O.R.S.E.  Foundation.  We  have  worked 
to  put  together  special  education  recreational  programs  throughout  each  season.  We  have 
continued  to  expand  the  offerings  to  now  include  All  Stars  baseball,  All  Stars  basketball,  All 
Stars  karate,  All  Stars  soccer,  All  Star  summer  camp  and  last  year  for  the  first  time  not  only  for 
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Scituate  but  the  entire  South  Shore  we  offered  “Maritime  Adventures”.  The  program  provided 
specialized  instructors  and  equipment  that  inspired  higher  function  and  fitness  for  children  and 
adults  of  all  disabilities  through  safe  entry  to  high-challenge  sports.  Participating  students  were 
non-ambulatory,  non-verbal  and  did  not  necessarily  know  how  to  swim.  The  participants 
learned  how  to  windsurf,  to  Hawaiian  Outrig,  to  canoe  and  to  sail.  Had  these  students  not  been 
given  this  amazing  opportunity  they  would  have  otherwise  been  sidelined  as  observers  and 
perhaps  never  have  been  able  to  have  experience  and  enjoyed  Scituate’ s  finest  recreation 
resource... the  ocean/harbor! 

One  more  achievement  this  summer  was  Scituate’ s  First  Recycle  Regatta  hosted  by  Scituate 
Recreation  Sailing  Staff.  It  was  a  race  like  sailing  challenge  that  promoted  fun,  teamwork, 
sportsmanship  and  recycling.  Participants  used  old/used  bottles  (1  gallon  or  less)  and  other 
recycled  materials  to  build  their  boat  in  which  they  sailed.  It  was  very  well  received  and  lots  of 
fim  for  both  participants  and  spectators! 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  staff  we  do  and  the  support  that  surrounds  our  department.  We  are 
committed  to  continue  to  meet  the  recreational  needs  of  the  residents  of  Scituate.  We  will 
continue  to  meet  these  needs  in  a  safe  and  most  affordable  way. 

As  always,  but  especially  now  in  these  trying  economic  times,  we  will  continue  to  offer  the 
highest  quality  programs  at  the  most  affordable  cost  to  ensure  that  recreation  will  always  be 
accessible  to  our  citizens  no  matter  their  financial  state.  We  will  also  continue  to  uphold  our 
department’s  mission  statement:  The  Mission  of  the  Scituate  Recreation  Department  is  to  provide 
exceptional  and  creative  programs,  services  and  facilities  (such  as  beaches,  ball  fields  and 
playgrounds)  that  foster  community  spirit  and  involvement  while  enhancing  the  quality  of  life  for 
all  people  in  Scituate. 

On  behalf  of  the  Commission,  and  myself  I  would  like  to  thank  the  tireless  contributions  of  all 
the  Town  Departments,  volunteers  and  citizens  who  assist  us  in  our  programs,  in  addition  to 
those  involved  in  other  Town  and  youth  organizations;  it  is  due  to  all  those  efforts  that  make  our 
community  the  wonderful  place  it  is. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Department’s  support  staff  (Kim 
Peters  &  Maura  Glancy).  The  closing  of  2010  marked  the  end  of  Kim  Peter’s  13-year  tenure  with 
the  Department.  She  was  essential  in  shaping  Scituate  Recreation  into  what  it  is  today.  I  wish 
her  the  best  of  luck

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Scituate  Historical  Society  is  responsible  for  the  oversight  of  all  seven  town  owned 
historical  sites:  Cudworth  House,  Lawson  Tower,  Mann  House  and  Barn,  Scituate  Lighthouse, 
the  two  historical  buildings  at  Scituate  Marine  Park,  and  the  Lawson  Gates  on  Branch  Street.  The 
Society  also  owns  six  sites-Little  Red  Schoolhouse,  Cudworth  Bam,  Maritime  &  Irish  Mossing 
Museum,  Old  Oaken  Bucket  House,  Stockbridge  Gristmill,  and  the  Grand  Army  Hall. 

In  2010  the  Society  was  able  to  move  forward  two  major  restoration  projects.  The  largest 
restoration  project  undertaken  in  2010  was  the  Community  Preservation  Project  at  the 
Stockbridge  Gristmill  with  the  construction  of  a  new  walkway  and  entrance  to  the  mill.  This 
gristmill  was  built  in  1650  and  is  the  oldest  mill  in  the  country.  The  walkway  will  provide  a  safe 
entrance  into  the  mill.  No  longer  will  the  public  have  to  walk  along  Country  Way  to  get  into  the 
mill.  We  also  began  the  planning  for  a  new  pocket  park  adjacent  to  the  mill.  The  pocket  park  will 
include  picnic  benches  and  an  outside  interpretive  exhibit  on  the  mill. 

In  the  spring  of  2010  the  contract  was  awarded  for  the  new  hardscape  and  landscaping  project 
at  Lawson  Tower.  The  work  included  the  construction  of  a  new  entrance  to  the  tower,  handicap 
walkway  access  around  the  tower  and  substantial  landscaping.  Also  there  is  now  a  memorial 
plaque  to  Paul  Miles  at  Lawson  Tower.  Paul  devoted  many  hours  to  the  preservation  of  town 
owned  historical  sites.  The  project  was  formally  dedicated  on  Sunday,  July  18. 

This  was  the  first  full  year  for  the  Robert  Gallagher  family  as  light  keepers  at  Scituate 
Lighthouse.  The  family  has  done  a  great  job  maintaining  the  lighthouse  and  grounds.  Bob 
Gallagher  also  operates  a  blog  on  the  internet  about  life  at  the  lighthouse.  People  from  all  over 
the  world  have  visited  the  site.  This  year  over  2,500  people  visited  the  lighthouse  during  tours. 
The  lighthouse  is  a  tremendous  economic  asset  to  the  town  since  it  is  the  reason  why  many 
people  come  to  Scituate  to  visit.  In  201 1  we  will  be  celebrating  the  200th  year  of  the  construction 
of  this  lighthouse. 

In  June  we  celebrated  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  construction  of  Minot’s  Light  by  having  a 
boat  cruise  out  of  Scituate  Harbor.  People  on  the  cruise  were  able  to  see  Minot’s  Light  up  close 
as  well  as  many  other  lighthouses  in  Boston  Harbor. 

In  August  we  held  a  reunion  of  Irish  mossers  at  the  Maritime  &  Irish  Mossing  Museum.  Over 
fifty  former  mossers  attended  the  event. 

During  the  year  we  held  two  dinner  meetings  with  speakers.  The  dinner  meeting  in  October 
was  held  at  the  GAR  Hall.  That  dinner  meeting  was  the  first  such  meeting  at  the  hall  in  many 
decades. 

The  GAR  Hall  is  available  for  functions  and  is  made  available  to  town  hall  boards  and 
commissions  without  charge.  Anyone  wishing  to  rent  the  hall  should  call  the  Little  Red 
Schoolhouse  for  details. 
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Again  this  year  we  offered  tours  to  numerous  school  groups  from  across  the  South  Shore  at 
various  sites.  The  number  of  schools  taking  advantage  of  what  we  have  to  offer  grows  larger 
each  year. 

The  Community  Preservation  Act  approved  by  Scituate  voters  has  enabled  the  Society  to 
undertake  many  restoration  projects  over  the  last  few  years.  Without  that  legislation  very  little 
preservation  of  Scituate’s  historical  assets  would  have  been  possible  over  the  past  decade. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  support  I  have  received  from  them.  Without  their 
support  and  encouragement  very  little  would  have  been  accomplished.  I  also  want  to  thank  the 
large  cadre  of  volunteers  who  keep  our  headquarters  open  six  days  a  week  and  the  dedicated 
docents  who  man  our  sites  during  tours.  They  are  an  invaluable  asset  to  the  society  and  the  town. 

Finally,  we  are  indebted  to  the  encouragement  and  support  from  Scituate  town  officials  and 
the  citizens  of  the  town.  Thank  you  all.

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BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  summer  of  2010  was  a  tough  one  for  our  Caretakers,  being  exceptionally  hot  and  dry 
beginning  in  late  June  and  continuing  relentlessly  through  the  fall.  Thanks  to  some  very 
dedicated  summer  interns  from  DPW-Buildings  and  Grounds,  islands  without  sources  of  water 
survived  and  we’re  very  grateful  to  Mike  Breen  for  making  these  young  people  available.  We 
expect  to  lose  a  few  hydrangeas  on  some  of  the  islands  (after  one  of  the  most  stunning,  early 
displays  of  hydrangea  blooms  in  memory),  but  many  perennials  and  annuals  demonstrated  their 
resilience  and  gave  us  a  beautiful,  colorful  show  in  our  33  Adopt-a-Lots. 

Participants  in  the  Merchant  Window  Box  Program  were  offered  a  second  option  of  where  they 
could  use  their  SBC  voucher  this  year  and  eight  more  joined  the  program,  bringing  the  total  to 
35,  which  is  about  half  of  the  merchants  in  the  Harbor  area.  We  recognized  8  businesses  for 
their  beautiful  flowers,  with  top  prizes  awarded  to  Front  Street  Book  Shop  for  flower  boxes  and 
to  Flowers  and  Festivities  for  pots. 

Kathleen  Hillman,  who  has  been  our  Window  Box  Coordinator  for  the  last  two  years,  will  be 
handing  off  this  responsibility  next  year.  She  is  credited  with  building  participation  to  its  current 
level,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  Kathy  for  her  hard  work  and  commitment  to  this  program. 

The  Commission  created  a  new  role  called  Railroad  Island  Overseer  (RRIO)  to  focus  on  the 
issues  and  needs  of  maintaining  the  five  sets  of  densely  planted  islands  at  the  commuter  rail 
crossings.  MBTA  mitigation  funds  have  been  paying  for  their  planting  and  care  but  are 
dwindling.  RRIOs  Kathy  McCormack  and  Leslie  Dienel  will  make  recommendations  for 
reducing  costs  and  spearhead  the  formation  of  a  strategy  to  pay  for  these  islands  in  the  long  term 

The  Commission  has  committed  funds  to  publish  a  brochure  describing  our  mission  and  drawing 
attention  to  the  accomplishments  of  our  volunteers.  We  are  fortunate  that  SBC  member  Janet 
D’Angelo  has  donated  her  expertise  to  supervise  the  publishing  process  and  write  the  text. 
Beautiful  color  photography  was  donated  by  Joy  Harris  of  Hingham.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of 
these  individuals,  our  cost  for  the  brochure  will  be  greatly  reduced.  This  brochure  will  be 
effective  in  years  to  come  for  attracting  volunteers  and  will  be  a  useful  tool  for  fundraising, 
should  that  become  necessary. 

The  Commission  added  color  and  interest  to  several  comers  of  Scituate  in  different  ways  in 
2010: 


Phase  one  of  the  renovation  of  our  Adopt-a-Lot  on  the  Town  Pier  was  completed  with  the 
addition  of  a  bank  of  Knock-out  roses  and  a  shell  path. 

With  the  assistance  of  DPW-Buildings  and  Grounds,  three  trees  obscuring  the  front  of 
Town  Hall  were  removed.  Subsequently  we  had  the  shrubs  pruned  and  planting  beds  cleaned  up 
and  planted. 
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One  hundred  mums,  400  daffodil  bulbs  and  280  crocus  bulbs  were  distributed  to  Adopt- 
a-Lot  Caretakers  to  extend  the  vitality  of  our  gardens  into  the  fall  and  give  them  an  early  boost 
next  spring. 

Ship  Shape  Day  was  especially  gratifying  in  2010.  We  worked  with  Sustainable  Scituate,  whose 
members  were  on  hand  to  explain  the  sort-to-recycle  process  to  a  large  turnout  of  participants  in 
our  clean-up  effort.  Most  agreed  to  sort  the  trash  they  collected  into  specially  marked  bags. 
When  the  bags  were  collected  and  brought  to  the  Transfer  Station,  at  least  50%  contained  sorted 
recyclable  materials,  far  exceeding  our  goal  of  10%  for  this  first  attempt  at  sorting.  We  were 
pleased  to  be  able  to  ‘beautify’  Scituate  by  cleaning  up  trash  and  disposing  of  it  in  an 
environmentally  responsible  way. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Commission  members,  who  have  worked  so  hard  this  past  year,  each 
making  a  significant  contribution  toward  achieving  our  goals  and  supporting  the  Volunteer 
Caretakers  as  they  create  their  beautiful  gardens.
